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Suburbs to get expanded service 
RTA planning major bus routes

Major bus routes serving the North- 


west suburbs arc included In a pack- 
ago of 63 suburban transportation ser- 
vices proposed by the Regional Trans- 
portation Authority board for the com- 
ing year. 


A revised budget and program were 


announced Tuesday, 10 days before 
public hearings on the RTA budget be- 
gin. Tne proposals, which board mem- 
bers say could change depending on 
public reaction at the eight hearings 
In tho six-county area, include: 


DCS Plalncs — A new, local bus 


system consisting of four separate 
loop-routes radiating from tho Chi- 
cago and North Western Ry. commu- 
ter station into the residential areas. 
Annual cost, $281,000. 


• DCS Plalncs — Increased frequen- 


cy and route improvement of NOR- 
TH A N ' s present Glcnvlow-O'Haro 


route, via Des Plalncs, wiih 30-mlnute 
intervals during peak periods and 
hour Intervals throughout the day. An- 
mini cost, $118,000. 


• Schaumburg — New feeder and 


regional bus service between Schaum- 
burg and Evanston, via Old Orchard 
and Golf Mill shopping centers, oper- 
ating every 30 minutes in rush hour 
and hourly throughout the day. An- 
nual cost, $141,000. 


• Wheeling, Buffalo Grove. Mount 


Prospect — Three new feeder-bus 
lines to commuter stations, one from 
Wheeling to the Milwaukee Road Sta- 
tion in Northbrook. A second would 
feed the C&NW station in Arlington 
Heights from Buffalo Grove via Ar- 
lington Heights Road, and the third 
would feed the C&NW Cumberland 
Station via Dempster and Wolf roads. 
Annual cost, $140,000. 


• Hoffman Estates — New commu- 


ter-feeder service from Hoffman Es- 
tates and Schaumburg to the Mil- 
waukee Road Roselle station, rush 
hours only. Annual cost, $57,000. 


• Arlington Heights — Major re- 


gional bus route connecting Arlington 
Heights' and Downers Grove, con- 
necting.four railroad lines, with hour- 
ly service and more frequent rush- 
hour trips. Annual cost, $300,000. An- 
other route will connect Arlington 
Heights with Waukegan via Llber- 
tyville, with peak service every 20 
minutes and hourly service during the 
rest of the day. Annual cost, $?.70,000. 


• Mount Prospect — Another major 


regional bus route will connect with 
Hlnsdalc, similar to the Arlington 
Heights —, Downers Grove route. An- 
nual cost, $275,000. 
• Northwest suburban residents will 
have a chance to comment on the 
planj at the RTA's first hearing June 


12 at the North Shore Hilton Hotel, 
Skokie. The hearing will begin at 7:30 
p.m. 


The new services are part of a re- 


vised $174.1 million operating budget 
that Is made up primarily of state and 
federal funding. RTA,Chairman Mil- 
ton Pikarsky avoided the Issue of a 
gasoline tax, which the board has the 
power to instate if necessary. 


He acknowledged that inflation may 


change the needs of the RTA, and said 
in the budget proposal, "Thankfully, 
the RTA does have additional taxing 
powers that can be levied should they 
be required. Whether or not they will 
be reouired, only time will tell." 


THE BUDGET also includes $2.6 


million to cover interest on sale of $60 
million in bonds, although there is no 
proposed use for the money, and it 
will not be used unless needed, a 
spokesman said. 


Prior to establishing the major sub- 


urban service package announced 
Tuesday, the board nad proposed a 
budget of $152.6 million. RTA advisers 
said $18.9 million in federal money 
was not credited In time for the 1975 
budge; and will be available for fiscal 
year 1976, which begins in July. That 
money makes up most of the differ- 
ence in the new budget. 


Suburbanites would also benefit 


from a new "Universal Commuter 
Pass," which would allow commuters 
unlimited use of suburban and Chi- 
cago Transit Authority services for 
$10 per month added to the cost of 
their monthly . train passes. Other 
promotional experiments to induce in- 
creased mass transit rideishlp also 
are proposed.

Bardwell

Roger Bardwell was named superin- 


tendent of Elk Grove Township Dlst.

"I would like to thank the board for

It has tho potential to 
continue to develop an exemplary 
school program." 


BOARD PRES. Judith Zunca said 


earlier Monday that tho board re- 
ceived letters and requests from par- 
ents, teachers and administrators to

Bardwell as 
superintendent. 


"When you can't find anything wrong 
with tho guy and the community is 
behind him, you've got to hire him," 
she said. 


Board members visited the Ithaca, 


N.V. school district where Bardwell 
had served as superintendent after 
leaving Dlst. 59 in 1966. Mrs. Zanca 
said tho board members were "very 
Impressed" with his achievements. 


In accepting tho position, Bardwell 


listed n number of "needs" no sees in 
tho district. Hinting at an expected 
fall tax-Increase referendum to bail 
tho district out of Its financial prob-

Icms, Bardwell sold, "We will need a 
broader financial support to keep the 
services the people hero have grown 
to expect." 


KB ALSO SAID the district needs to

knowledge and energy to the district 
"to continue searching tor a better 
way." 


The board gave him 'a three-year 


contract with a $37,900 salary for next 
year. He will have a district car to 
use and Insurance coverage. His con- 
tract docs not have tho clause in Er- 
vlti's contract that gave Ervltl one 
month's salary for each year he 
served hi the district upon his leaving 
the district. ,

That's what's-being offered to us by 
Dr. Kinney (Gloria Kinney, executive 
director of the Northwest Education 
Cooperative, which supervises the 


deaf-education program). The situ- 
ation is so bad at Kensington, I don't 
believe it can be resolved in that 
school," she said. "I for one will not 
allow my daughter to return to Ken- 
sington." 


Twelve of the 19 families with chil- 


dren enrolled in the Kensington pro- 
gram signed a petition charging there 
is poor acceptance and cooperation at 
the school, good teachers have been 
dismissed, the speech development is 
inadequate and emotionally disturbed 
deaf children have been placed in 
regular deaf classes. 


The five Dlst. 59 families with chil- 


dren in the Kensington program at- 
tended the board meeting to ask that 
Dist. 59 take in their children. 


Board Pres. Judith Zanca told par- 


ents board members are concerned 
about the problem and appointed Paul 
Kucharski to meet with parents at 
7:30 p.m. Wednesday in the Dist. 59 
administration center, 2123 S. Arling- 
ton Heights Rd., Arlington Heights. 


ONE OF THE parents who did not 


sign the petition, Barbara Lunaburg 
of Mount Prospect, said she and other 
parents who did not sign would like to 
be-part of any discussions. "I dis- 
agree with Carolyn Best that the 
problem cannot be resolved. We feel 
they can and we think there should lie 
effort in that direction too. I'm here 
as a parent who supports Kensington, 
the teachers and the principal." 


Mrs. Lunaburg said if half the chil- 


dren in the program leave Kensington 
there may not be enough to sustain 
the program. 


Mrs. Zanca said the -meetings will 


be open to any board members or 
parents who want to attend. Dist. 59 
Supt. Roger Bardwell said he would 
like to see the .matter resolved by fall. 


The deaf education program was for- 


merly at Ridge School, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, in Dist. 59. It was moved to 
Kensington two years ago because It 
was a more central location. The 
deaf-education program serves chil- 
dren from eight Northwest suburban 
elementary school districts.

During 3V4 hours of testimony under 


tho questioning of Assistant U.S. Atty. 
Anton R. Vnlukus, Hasklns told of ar- 
ranging payoffs to Bonk In zoning 
cases going back to 1065. 


Hasklns Is tho first major witness In 


Bank's trial on 17 counts of extortion 
and Income-tax evasion. Bonk Is 
chairman at tho County Board zoning 
commlttco. 


DONK'S TRIAL will resume at 10 


a.m. today In tho courtroom of U.S. 
District Judgo Hubert L. Will, with 
Bonk's attorney Thomas A. Foran 
cross-examining Hnsklns. 


Included In tho eight zoning cases 


Hasklns described wore tho Randvlllo 
Estates and Old Madrid apartment 
complexes In Palatine and two apart- 
ment complexes In Maine Township. 


Haskins said his client, Mclvln 


Iscnstein, paid $10,000 for zoning on 
Old Madrid and $0,000 for Randvillo 
Estates. In both cases, ho said, Iscn- 
stein gavo him cash to be passed along 
to Bonk. 


In addition, Hasklns said another 


client, tho former owner of the Chi- 
cago Fire football team Thomas Orl- 
ficr, paid $15,000 to Bonk for zoning 
for tho land which Includes Bay Colo- 
ny condominium In Maine Township 
and another $15,000 for zoning on 
Shorewood Village, also In Maine 
Township, that money also was fun- 


County Comr. Charles S. Bonk, who Is standing trial 


on charges of extorting zoning pa>offs from developers, 
was rcappointcd chairman of a county zoning com- 
mittee Monday by Board Pres. George Dunne. 


The appointment drew sharp criticism from Comr. 


Carl Hansen, R-Mount Prospect, who said Bonk "should 
not servo as chairman of tho zoning committee while 
under indictment." 


Hansen said after the meeting Bonk should retain his 


county board scat and voting rights, but should not be 
assigned administrative duties dealing with zoning 
while the trial is pending. 


BONK WAS appointed chairman of the zoning, build- 


Ing, public service and tax delinquency committees and 
vlco chairman of tho finance committee. 


Dunne defended his reappointment of Bonk, saying 


"an Indictment is not a conviction." He said he saw no 
comparison between the Democrats' dropping Edward 
Hanrahan from the party slate in his reelection cam- 
palp because he was under indictment and the renam- 
ing Of Bonk to County Board committees. 


Bonk's rcnppolntmcnts allow him to retain control of 


the items placed on tho zoning committee agenda for 
board action. At a session of the trial last week Bonk's 
control over tho agenda was cited as his lever in ex- 
torting money from developers seeking county zoning. 


HANSEN \yAS critical of the appointment system in 


general, and said Dunne should not have sole control 
over making appointments. 


He called for permitting each political party to assign 


its own commissioners to committees, saying that hav- 
ing the "majority party members pick minority mem- 
bers' for committees is an erroneous system of govern- 
ment." 


Tho proposal was referred to the rules committee. 
Hanson's sharp criticism of Dunne at regular inter- 


vals during County Board meetings apparently cost 
Hansen good positions in Dunne's committee appoint- 
ments. 


HANSEN WAS appointed to none of the committees 


except those that include all board members and re- 
ceived an appointment to only one subcommittee, deal- 
Ing with public aid. 


Other Republicans all received posts on the com- 


mittees with less than full board membership. Floyd 
Fulle, also under indictment for extortion, perjury and 
income tax evasion, was named to six committee and 
subcommittee posts, Mary McDonald to five, Harold 
Tyrrell and Joseph Woods to four each and Ronald Lar- 
son to three. 


Comr. Ronald Larson of Merrionctto Park joined 


Hansen In voting against the appontments.

He said he gave the money to Bonk 


after the County Board had acted fa- 
vorably on the zoning in each case. 


In the case of Randvllle Estates, 


Haskins said tho $8,000 payoff was cut 
from $15,000 originally requested by 
Bonk. The reason for the cut, he said, 
was because Iscnstein hired another 
attorney besides Haskins, apparently 
to contact County Comr. Floyd Fulle, 
who held up the zoning case after 
Bonk and Haskins agreed to terms. 


AFTER FULLE, a Republican 


member of tho County Board, delayed 
the case, Haskins said Bonk told him, 
"I should havo somebody talk to Mr. 
Fulle." At that point, Haskins said he 
advised Iscnstein to hire another at- 
torjcy "to seek out the good services 
of Mr. Fulle." Shortly after that the 
zoning change was granted. 


Fulle, county Republican chairman, 


has been charged with extortion and 
income-tax evasion in a separate 
case. 


Hasklns testified the payoffs were 


made because "every one of these 
zoning matters is a llfe-or-death mat- 
ter to my clients if tho County Board 
did not act on It or delayed It." 


Foran began his cross-examination 


late Monday, with questions empha- 
sizing that Haskins is testifying under 
a grant of Immunity from prosecution 
in the alleged payoffs. 


Bonk, under questioning, denied 


that prosecutors also promised that ho 
would not be prosecuted in an unre- 
latcd'lncome-tax case in return for his 
testimony.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Vice Pres- 


ident Nelson A. Rockefeller said Mon- 
day ho hod concluded that while tho 
Central Intelligence Agency was guil- 
ty of some illegal acts, it had not un- 
dertaken large-scale illegal domestic 
spying. 


Summing up tho five-month Rock- 


efeller commission Investigation of 
tho CIA, tho vice president told re- 
porters: 


"There nro things thnt havo been 


done that arc in contradiction to the 


statutes, but in comparison to the to- 
tal effort of the CIA, they are not ma- 
jor." 


Similar conclusions about CIA activ- 


ities have been expressed by two oth- 
er commission-members, vice chair- 
man C. Douglass Dillon, the former 
treasury secretary, and former Gov. 
Ronald Reagan of California..

Ford in -January to "Investigate

General Electric microwave ovens to stop using them until repairs 
can bo made to stop radiation leakage up to 10 times what tho law 
allows. Tho ovens Involved were described as "microwave thermal 
oven range combination units" colled "Cooking Center" or "Versa- 
Ironic." Involved arc model Nos. JB45001, JB85001 and RE747001, 
manufactured In Columbia, Md., and Louisville, Ky., from July 
through November of 1073, and model No. J84S001 produced through 
February of 1074 in Louisville. 


Post-Viet military policies debated 


Tho Senate began debating America's military policies in the post- 


Vietnam era Monday, and was warned tho 42,000 U.S. troops sta- 
tioned in South Korea peso a constant danger of involvement in 
another Asian war. Sen. Alan Cranston, D-Collf., told the Senate, "I 
bcllevo the present apparent situation In Korea is extremely dan- 
gerous. It Is an unthinking tripwire situation under which the U.S. 
could bo drawn into Immediate combat in the event of an invasion 
o( South Korea." 


In Madrid, meanwhile, It was reported tho United States will 


abandon all military bases In Spain but retain the right to use two 
of them on a "when needed" basis, tho newspaper Informaciones 
said. U.S. sources in Madrid said they had no knowledge that the 
current base negotiations were following tho courso described by 
Informndoncs. 


Save 5 roughnecks from oil rig 


Civilian scuba divers working In the murky waters of the Gulf of 


Mexico Monday rescued five roughnecks who were trapped for 
more than 20 hours Insldo a huge capsized oil rig, but one man 
remained missing. Tho five survived by staying in air pockets in 
tho half-sunken rig, and divers pressed their search in other sec- 
tions hoping to find the final crewman olive in another air-filled 
compartment. 


Tho rig, an oil drilling derrick mounted on two big barges, was 


being towed In tho Gulf Sunday when it overturned. Six men were 
rescued from tho surface right away. Three of them were Injured, 
none seriously. 


Court to decide pollutant discharge powers 
The U.S. Supremo Court agreed Monday to decide whether, the 


Environmental Protection Agency can be compelled to regulate the 
discharge of pollutants by nuclear power plants into the nation's 
rivers and strcamn. Although the 1072 Federal Water Pollution Con- 
trol Act provides'for EPA regulation of pollutants, including "ra- 
dioactive materials," tho standards Issued by tho agency in 1073 
omitted radioactive matter 'under the control of the Nuclear Regu- 
latory Commission.

Last U.S. bombers to leave Thailand June 6 
Thailand's military command announced Monday tho United 


States will withdraw the last 17 American B-52 bombers from tho 
nation, removing from Southeast Asia the planes that played a 
major part In the Indochina war. The Thai Supremo Command 
headquarters said the planes will leave tho U Tapao air base, about 
100 miles south of Bangkok, on June 6 as part of tho reduction of 
tho American presence in Thailand. 


Peking wants to regain Taiwan peacefully 


The day-to-day leader of China's government, Vice Premier Teng~ 


Hsiao-ping, said Monday that Peking will try to regain Taiwan by 
peaceful means but will never compromise on its demand and prob- 
ably will have to use force. In a wide-ranging, two-hour interview, 
Tcng also told a group of touring newspaper editors that China 
would welcome a visit by President Ford later this ycar,v although 
he did not think there would be much business to transact. 


finishing touches on its 310-page re- 
port.

When asked if Ford or the public 


would be "dumfounded" by any of

sive illegal domestic spying" by the, 
CIA as alleged in original news re-' 
ports lost December. 


"That would be a fair interpretation 


to draw from what I said, but that 
doesn't mean there haven't been 
things done that were wrong and we 
recommend extensively steps to be 
taken to prevent it in the future," he 
replied. 


Rockefeller said the eight-member 


panel was nearly unanimous in its 
conclusions. 
« 


"Here and there there might be an 


objection or different point of view on 
a specific recommendation but they 
are very few and not earth-shaking in 
character," ho said. "Basically it's 
unanimous." 


"We've done a good job, I think," 


Rockefeller said. "No stones have 
been left unturned and no punches 
pulled. L" don't think there is very 
much that hasn't been uncovered and 
discussed in this report." 


When asked If there would be prose- 


cutions of any illegalities found by the 
commission, 
Rockefeller 
replied, 


"That's up to the Justice Depart- 
ment." 


Rockefeller said the CIA played no 


role in censoring the final report and 
in fact would not even see a copy until 
it is made public. 


VICE. PRESIDENT Nelion Rock- 
efeller, holding 350-page report- 
that will be sent to President Ford 
Friday, said Monday the Central 
Intelligence Agency has . broken 
the law, but added tho agency is 
not guilty of large-scale illegal 
domestic spying. 


Mideast peace deals in the making 


SALZBURG, Austria (UPI) - Pres- 


ident Ford and Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat ended two days of talks 
Monday and said they had generated 
momentum in the long effort toward 
Middle Eastern peace. 
. The talks produced no firm agree- 
ments beyond a U.S. promise of more 
economic aid to Egypt and an Egyp- 
tian invitation to Ford to visit Cairo. 


But the meeting, plus the announce- 


ment from Tel Aviv that Israel will 
thin out its forces on its Sinai front 
with Egypt, strongly indicated diplo- 
matic deals in the making. 


Egyptian officials said the Israeli 


action is a step toward peace if it is 
"genuine and not an empty move for 
propaganda purposes." 


Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin said 


he expected Egypt to reciprocate by 
permitting cargo bound for Israel to 
sail through the canal. 


Sadat colled the partial Israeli pull- 


back "a very encouraging act... a 
step toward peace. Thoy should not 
fear peace." 


"I didn't ask the President to drop 


the special relationship between the 
United States and Israel at all," Sadat 
said. 


"Perhaps," said Secretary of State 


Henry A. Kissinger, "we ore moving 
.into a period where some momentum 
toward peace can be achieved." 


"The peace process will be a long 


one," Sadat warned in a rain-soaked 
news conference he and Ford held in 
the open courtyard of the 400-year-old 
Salzburg Resldenz Palace where they 
met. But he called Ford "honest, 


straightforward, peace-loving and a 
peace struggler." 


Ford, who flies Tuesday to Rome 


and then back to Washington, said 
that after his meeting in Washington 
June 11-12 with Rabin, he would sub- 
mit a Middle East peace plan "at the 
appropriate time." 


The President said he and Sadat 


"concluded extensive discussions." Sa- 
dat said the "big achievement in this 
meeting is that I have made the ac- 
quaintance of President Ford." 


It was their first meeting and they 


spent three and a half hours in full 
talks with Kissinger and other aides, 
plus another six hours together at 
three state dinners. 


The upshot, diplomats said, is that 


Kissinger probably will be dispatched 
once again — after the Rabin-Ford 


meeting — to revive the step-by-step 
diplomacy that failed on his last out- 
ing. 


American sources said Ford agreed 


in principle to accept Sadat's in- 
vitation to Cairo, but no date was set. 


Ford said "My reassessment of U.S. 


Middle East policy will be completed 
with a plan that I will submit at the 
appropriate time." 


"In the weeks ahead, I will have 


further consultations that I trust will 
lead to the overall objective I seek of 
a permanent peace that will be in the 
best interests of all the parties." 


Kissinger, calling the Ford-Sadat 


meeting "very constructive," said: 
The purpose was not for detailed ne- 
gotiations on an interim agreement, 
but rather to let them look over the 
various roads to peace. 


Evidence shows fading recession

Doctors' action in N. Y. 
threatens 25 hospitals

The doctors' strike over soaring 


malpractice insurance costs which 
started in California last month ended 
in that state Monday, but a job action 
. by medical professionals In New York 
threatened possible bankruptcy for as 
many as 25 hospitals. 


There were also reports of doctor 


dissatisfaction in a number of other 
states for the same cause.. 


In California, anesthesiologists were 


returning to work under a temporary 
truce on the assumption that the state 
legislature would work out a long- 
term solution to the malpractice prob- 
lem. 


In New York medical professionals 


warned that 25 voluntary hospitals in 
the state would go bankrupt and shut 
down within two weeks if the doctors' 
job action to protest soaring malprac- 
tice insurance costs continues. 


John Conorton, executive vice presl- 


dent of the Greater New York Hospi- 
tal Association representing 83 non- 
profit hospitals, said, "Based on the 
estimates of our fiscal experts, about 
25 hospitals in the state would close. 
If they dose their doors,, they prob- 
ably won't open again."

In the latest signal of an upturn, the 


Commerce Department said new or- 
ders for factory orders posted their 
biggest gain in 21 years in April while 
inventories of unsold goods in stock 
were reduced at the fastest rate in 17 
years. 


New orders increased $4.71 billion to 


$78.59 billion, a 6.4 per cent increase. 
The April increase, paced by a 9.7 per 
cent increase in orders for durables 
goods, was the sharpest since a 7.3 
per cent surge in December, 1954. 


During the same period, inventories 


dropped $1.15 billion or 0.8 per cent to 
$50.04 billion. It was the steepest re- 
duction in inventories since a 1.1 per 
cent decline hi May, 1958. 


Meanwhile, shipments of goods in- 


creased for the first time since last 
August, rising 4 per cent. 


The Commerce Department also 


•said construction spending increased 


0.6 per cent in April. However, April 
spending of $121.7 billion still was 18 
per cent below April of last year. 


In other developments: 
• Interstate bus lines have quietly 


raised their fares 10 per cent, and 
Amtrak announced it would raise 
fares on many of'its passenger trams 
July 1. Higher costs for fuel, labor 
and materials was cited as the reason 
for the increases, both by the bus lines 
and.Amtrak, which operates most of 
the country's passenger trains. 


• Treasury Secretary William Sim- 


on told Congress Monday he could ac- 
cept its $617 billion national debt ceil- 
ing and recommended removal of the 
6 per cent ceiling on savings bond in- 
terest.

Eisakii Sato dies in Tokyo at 74 


• Former Japanese Prime Minister 


El»aku Sato, who led Japan into an 
era of unprecedented prosperity, died 
Monday at the age of 74. Ho had been 
unconscious since he suffered a stroke 
May 10 wlillo dining in a Tokyo res- 
taurant. Sato, winner of tho Nobel 
Peace Prize, served as premier for 
nearly eight years, a period of eco- 
nomic upswing mixed with domestic 
turmoil. His close personal friendship 
with Richard M. Nixon led to his suc- 
cessful negotiations for tho return of 
Okinawa from the United States. In 
Washington, tho State Department 
said, "Tho United States has lost a 
good friend, one whoso devotion and 
dedication to tho cause of world peace 
was truly distinguished..." 


Elsewhere, funeral services will bo 


held today for Jack Hayi, former 
newsman and film producer who 
taught Shirley Temple dancing and 
singing, one first introduced the cur-

Tho railroad Isn't promoting sloppy 


living, but Its 284 commuter cars nro 
designed for quick cleaning, and that 
moan* no ashtrays, wastcboskots or 
other containers. 


The North Western uses 2UO employ- 


es and a huge suction fan to clean the 
cars every day, and tho only thing 
they frown on Is chewing gum, be- 
cause It has to bo scraped up by hand. 


Almost every cor In service mokes 


It Into tho California Avenue coach 
yard each weekday for a thorough 
scrubbing and cleaning job, and tho 
green and yellow outer skins are 
washed three times a week. 


THE YARD HAS five "lines" for 


cleaning, with at least 10 employes as- 
signed to each. For each line there 
are five moppors, two auxiliary work- 
ers, two car inspectors and an elec- 
trician. They move from car to car, 
washing floors, cleaning windows and 
seat! and scrubbing the stainless steel 
vestibules. They also plac up paper, 
replace burned-out lights and check 
tho air-conditioning systems. 


Tho railroad makes a point of col- 


lecting and folding the thousands of 
discarded newspapers left la the cars 
each day. Tho paper is donated to the 
West Side Community Organization, 
which sends It for recycling. 


Scrubwomen wearing hcodscarves 


and toting buckets of wash water are 
the heart of tho cleanup operation. 
They personally pick up after each 
day's commuters and prepare the 
cars for rush-hour service the same 
night. Many women have made long 
careers of cleaning the railroad's 
cars. 


JAMES CHASE JR., manager of 


tho cor department, says the railroad 
tries to build pride in the cleanup 
crews by giving them responsibility 
for entire cars, Instead of letting them 
specialize In mopping or window- 
washing, for example. 


"Ask any of them and they'll tell 


you they have the cleanest cars," he 
say». 


Tho cars are swept In the Chicago 


terminal and at the outlying yards 
such as Crystal Lake, but they roll 
Into the coach yard aftsr the morning 
rush hour for their dates with the 
scrubbers. They average 5% man- 
hours In each car, Chase soys. 


Before tho women move in with the 


mops, however, the big cleaning fan 


takes over. Men with compressed-air 
hoses spray loose the dust and paper 
and II is sucked out of the car before 
the mopping and wiping begin. The fan 
creates a small hurricane in each car 
before the air hoses move on to,the 
next one. 


All the work is done on a deadline: 


the cars must be clean ard ready to 
move out In time for tho evening rush 
hour. 


They must be ready for more "slop- 


py" commuters who have come to ex- 
pect clean facilities every day on the 
North Western.

70 cents a gallon may not be far off 
YouVe already paying more at the pump

Pump prices for gasoline started to climb Monday 


morning at Northwest suburban service stations as oil 
companies launched tho first of several anticipated cost 
increases. 


Standard Oil Co. of Indiana (Amoco) announced Mon- 


day that gasoline prices paid by dealers will increase 1 
cent a gallon. Homo heating-oil costs were raised .8 
cent a gallon. 


Ashland Oil, an independent oil firm, announced a 2 


ccnts-n-Rallon Increase In gasoline prices effective to- 
day, topping a May 31 price hike of a penny a gallon. 


Regular gas prices generally range from the low 50s 


to about 60 cents a gallon and higher in the Chicago 
metropolitan area, said Herbert Hugo, senior editor of 
tho Platt's Ollgram publication, Chicago. Hugo said the 
gasoline-price increases can bo expected to continue on 
a monthly basis as fuel supply inventories tighten. 


"And wo already know that In July we'll sec at least 


1.5 ccnts-a-gallon Increase," he said of an increased oil- 
tariff Impact. 


Continental Oil raised gasoline prices 2 cents a gallon 


effective Monday, Cities Service raised prices 1.5 cents 


a gallon Saturday and Gulf prices went up a penny 
Friday. 


Hugo said major independent oil suppliers such as 


Choker and Hudson increased gasoline prices one to 3 
cents a gallon Monday. An expected Increase in 
Mideast oil prices in the fall and heavy demand for fuel 
by motorists and farmers will add to the upward price 
momentum, ho said. Dealers adding a normal profit 
margin to pump prices may charge another 3 cents a 
gallon, he said. 


Motorists likely will pay several cents more a gallon 


for fuel by September, Hugo said. The 70-cent-a-gallon 
price discussed recently by Federal Energy Adminis- 
tration chief Frank Zarb "is a possibility. But it's one 
that will require a lot of support from Congress," he 
said. 


James Brawar, administrator of tho North Suburban 


Gasoline Dealers' Assn. and the Illinois Service Station 
Operators' Assn., said the possible 70-cent-a-gallon 
gasoline price will not add to major brand dealer prof- 
its unless FEA regulations that discriminate against 
majors are eliminated. Independent dealers buy fuel at 
reduced prices, causing many major brand dealers to 
cut profit margins and consider bankruptcy, he said. 


Parking meters going 6hungry!

Tho City of DCS Plaines is al- 


lowing numerous city employes to 
park in dty parking lots during 
business hours without putting 
money In narking meters, The 
Herald has learned. 


Tho policy of not ticketing tho 


employes, who arc given wind- 
shield sticker.;, was started when 
tho city lost Its employe parking 
lot at tho location of tho new Civic 
Center. 


A Herald reporter last week 


counted 20 cars belonging to city 
employes parked at expired me- 
ters In two city parking lots. One 
lot Is at Elllnwood Street and 
Graceland Avenue; tho other is on 
Park Place oast of Leo Street. 


Although tho city still has an 


unmotcrcd employe parking lot, 
tho area is not largo enough to 
accommodate all workers' cars. 


Police Chief Arthur Hlntz ac- 


knowledged that city employes 


arc allowed to park free in se- 
lected city lots, but said all ques- 
tions should be directed to Mayor 
Herbert H. Bchrel. 


DEIIREL, who Issued an admin- 


istrative order establishing the 
parking policy, said ho sees no 
problem In letting employes park 
frco In the metered lots. Ho said 
the policy only is temporary and 
that the loss In parking revenue is 
not significant. 


Tho mayor said tho amount of 


parking revenue raised by the city 
is enough to pay off revenue 
bonds that were sold to pay for 
development of and improvements 
to 13 city parking lots. 


For several years the city coun- 


cil has been considering the mat- 
ter of additional parking for the 
Civic Center and new police build- 
ing, but has failed to agree on a 
plan. 


Some city officials have said the 


city is violating its own municipal 


code by not providing adequate 
parking for city employes. The 
code requires the city to provide 
about 100 parking spaces for its 
employes at the Civic Center and 
police station. 


O r i g i n a l plans for parking 


called for construction of a mul- 
tiple-deck garage adjacent to tho 
Civic Center. Rising costs, how- 
ever, pushed the price tag up to 
$700,000, forcing reconsideration 
of the proposal. 


Some city officials favor demoli- 


tion of the old dty hall building to 
provide additional ground-level 
parking. That option, however, 
has run into opposition from per- 
sons who favor keeping the build- 
ing and turning it over to the his- 
torical society or making it into a 
community center. 


The city also has considered 


building a parking garage on its 
Park Place lot.

All right, all you fatties, repeat af- 


ter Francis Lillle: 


"I am going to eat only what is on 


my plate and not take seconds. 


"I am not going to eat while watch- 


ing television." 


Lillle, an expert in the habits of hu- 


mans, a comparatively new science 
called behavior therapy, has been 
studying how people eat and why, be- 
cause research shows that 97 per cent 
of dieters return to their old weight 
within a year. 


Some of them are even heavier 12 


months later than they were when 
they started a diet that shed a few 
pounds. 


"If you are on a diet at present and 


prefer to disbelieve this gloomy news, 


vl can only say — weight and see," 
vLillie punned hi the current issue of 
the magazine New Behavior. 


He said behaviorists have been 


searching for a system that will keep 
weight off, once it's gone. 


"TO DO Tins, it is necessary to 


identify and eliminate what are 
termed inappropriate eating pat- 
terns," he said. 


"In this approach the question how 


much do you eat becomes less signifi- 
cant in tho long term than when do 
you eat. By this we mean when and 
where and why is food taken. Under 
what circumstances, at what times, In 
what moods, and, of vital signifi- 
cance, in conjunction with what other 
behavior? 


"Some people, for example, get into 


the habit of making a snack to cat 
while watching television, phoning a 
friend or relaxing with a magazine. 
After a time the mere act of sitting 
down before a television set, picking 


up the phone or taking out a magazine 
can trigger off a desire to eat." 


THE HABITS of eating and over- 


eating are developed over a period of 
years, he went on, so a limited pro- 
gram like the conventional diet is un- 
likely to produce long-term changes. 


What will work. 
Lillie says the best way is to keep a 


record of everything eaten over a pe- 
riod of time, from a quick snack to a 
full meal, In relation to the environ- 
ment in which it was eaten, and the 
mood of the subject at the time. 


Then a program can be drawn up 


that will Include this advice: 


"Where meals are concerned it is 


essential that casual eating be elimi- 
nated by making oneself think about 
eating as a separate piece of behavior 
not linked to anything else. 


"EATING FROM one corner of 


cluttered table or from a tray must be 
stopped. The whole table must be 
used, and this must be cleared of ev- 
erything apart from the place setting, 
glass, pepper, salt and so on. 


"During the meal the glimmer's full 


concentration must be on the food. 
Books, magazines and television as 
distractions from eating are out. The 
food should be served as attractively 
as possible, especially if there is a re- 
duction in helping size as part of the 
program. It can also be helpful to 
serve smaller helpings on a smaller 
plate, as this tends to disguise the re- 
duction of actual intake." 


Other tips: put down knife and fort 


between each mouthful. Make drink- 
ing an act between, not during, 
mouthfuls. After the meal, imme- 
diately throw all leftovers into tha 
rubbish bin to eliminate the temptation 
of finishing them while washing up.

Fees: \vill dental insurance help pay?

In 1970, a gold cap on a tooth in 


Connecticut cost from $100 to $165, de- 
pending on the dentist. 


That was before the price of gold 


shot through the ceiling. 


By contrast, a cap of stainless steel 


costs from $20 to $50. 


Even the price of a steel cap prob- 


ably has gone up. The dentist's rent, 
electric bill and everything else have 
gone up. 


In Pennsylvania, for comparison 


sake, the same 1970 survey of general 
practitioners by the American Dental 
Association showed a gold crown cost- 
ing from $75 to $125. 


Gold, always a precious commodity, 


Is a material of popular choice in den- 
tal restorations. It is such an item 
that some persons, in their wills, in- 
struct that the gold be removed from 
the mouth and sold and the amount 
added to the estate. 


'DENTAL FEES vary, but the Con- 
necticut and Pennsylvania tables give 
some idea of what's being charged 
generally. Remember that the follow- 
ing range of fees is based on a 1970 


survey and that most fees everywhere 
are higher these days: 


• Diagnostic: 
Examination, no 


X-rays, $5 to $10; complete series of 
X-rays, $1 to $5; bltewing X-rays, $4 
to $10. 


• Cleaning: $5 to $10, even when 


the dental assistant does the cleaning. 
$17 is not unusual for a cleaning by a 
dental technician in 1975. 


• Prosthetics: Upper and lower 


acrylic-base dentures. $250 to $450. 


• Preventive: Instruction in plaque 


control, $8 to $12. Topical application 
of stannous fluoride, one treatment, $5 
to $10. Instruction in flossing, brush- 
ing, nutritional counseling, per visit, 
$8 to $12. 


• Restorative: 
Amalgam filling, 


one surface, $6 to $10; amalgam res- 
toration, two surfaces, including pol- 
ishing,-$10 to $18. Gold inlay, three 
surfaces, $25 to $165. Plastic, acrylic, 
crown, $50 to $125. 


• Endontics: Root canal therapy, 


$90 to $170. 


•Periodontlcs: Periodontal scaling 


and root planing, entire mouth, $15 to 
$125; ginglval curettage, per qua- 
drant, $10 to $35.

In the Pennsylvania "Shopper's 


Guide to Dentistry," it is stated: 


"Fifty per cent of children under 


ago 15 have never received dental 
treatment although all need it. 


"SEVENTY PER CENT of children 


in poor families have never been to a 
dentist. Among these children, 85 of 
every 100 decayed teeth go unfilled." 
• So, you ask, what is the prospect of 
dental insurance plans, cropping up 
all over the country, to fill this deficit 
in the nation's dental care program? 


Prepaid dental care programs have 


grown a lot in the last decade or so. 
In 1960 there were fewer than 60 pri- 
vate dental group programs hi oper- 
ation and covering slightly over 
700,000 persons. Today about 18 mil- 
lion Americans have this protection. 


Projections show that by 1980 about 


100 million Americans will be covered 
by prepaid dental care programs. 
This will include all the telephone 
company workers coast to coast. 


AROUND 30 Blue Cross plans pro- 


vided dental coverage to about 800,000 
as of the close of 1973. The coverage 
is of groups. And a group usually 
must consist of at least 25 or 50. 


Some plans, however, enroll groups 


of 10. One plan enrolls groups of two. 


Some insurance plans pay in full 


and others work under a system of 


deductiblcs, something like car insur- 
ance. 


The typical basic program usually 


includes such services as fillings, 
simple extractions, examinations, 
X-rays, cleaning, fluoride application 
for children and denture repair. 


A recent plan in Rhode Island was 


based on premium rales ranging from 
$3 to $5 for a single person monthly to 
from $12 to $15 a month for a family. 


MANY OF the large group plans 


are drawn up as a benefit program 
under a union contract, or simply as a 
fringe benefit in a place of employ- 
ment — to make the job more attrac- 
tive. 


Despite growth of insurance plans 


for dental caro — to absorb all or part 
of a bill, large numbers of Americans 
simply cannot afford regular dental 
care they need. 


The neglect builds. Dental disease is 


cumulative. It is a progression of In- 
creasingly expensive and painful 
procedures. 


The longer dental care is delayed, 


the worse the problem. The cavity 
that doesn't get filled now becomes 
larger soon. Given enough neglect, the 
tooth is lost. 


Still, there seems to be no stopping 


the neglect for large numbers of per- 
sons who can't pay. 


"In fact," says the U.S. Department 


of Health Services, "dental care is 
more closely associated with income 
than any other health service."

MOSCOW - Natasha, the pretty 


guide Intourist had assigned to us, 
couldn't get over the fact we had 
como all the way to Russia to 
spend only 22 hours hi the Soviet 
capital. 


We tried to explain to her that 


our small group of Midwest travel 
editors had been brought to Mos- 
cow by Pan American World Air- 
ways to help inaugurate its new 
service to Moskva. At the same 
time we were also covering the 
beginning of daily Pan Am flights 
from Chicago to Frankfurt. This 
meant a whirlwind trip to a num- 
ber of the airline's gateway cities 
in Europe — all In the space of 
one week. 


Spending less than 24 hours in 


Moscow — especially when It hap- 
pens to coincide with the 30th an- 
niversary of the end of World War 
II which the Russians would 
have you believe they won single- 
handedly, is enough to boggle 
anybody's mind. 


IT WAS WITH a somewhat 


quickened pulse — and perhaps 
some trepidation — that I left our 
707 at Sheremetyevo International 
Airport and scrambled onto a 
crowded airport bus that trans- 
ported us to the main terminal. 


On the plane — with the help of 


a well-informed Pan Am steward 
— we had filled out the lengthy 
and Involved customs declaration. 
Everything you bring Into the 
USSR in the way of currency, 
travelers' checks, furs, precious 
metals and jewelry must be care- 
fully itemized. When you leave, 
the items you list must match. 


The Moscow air terminal is far 


from glamorous. In fact, you 
might even call it downright duty. 
Somehow, this didn't make me 
feel very welcome — nor did the 
unsmiling faco of the man at 
passport control, who scrutinized 
my photo and face so thoroughly, 
I started getting nervous. Thank 
goodness, I hadn't changed hair- 
styles recently, I thought. 


THE YOUNG customs inspector 


also did not seem too happy to wel-

como us to the country. So, when 
Natasha greeted us with a warm 
smile just outside the customs 
area, we felt a little more at ease 
— until we saw our sightseeing 
bus. It was a rickety, depressing- 
looking vehicle with torn, soiled 
slipcovers on seats with worn-out 
springs. 


It was about 20 miles from the 


airport to our hotel. We gawked 
out the bus window eagerly as Na- 
tasha kept up a running com- 
mentary about her city and its 
Bights. One attraction she was 
quick to point out was the impres- 
sive monument marking the spot 
where the Russians held back the 
Germans during World War II. 


Our hotel, the Intourist' is con- 


sidered an "American-type," ac- 
cording to some Russia guide- 
books. Somehow, the meaning 
doesn't quite fit. The hotel is drab 
and dreary, and our room (for 
two) was cramped and far from 
antiseptic clean. It did have a 
sink stopper, though. The pretrip 
information on what to take and 
not to take into Russia all 
stressed that sink stoppers, soap 
and towels were seldom available 
in Russian hotels. At the Intourist 
we got all three — although they 
were hardly up to "American" 
standards. 


However, accommodations were 


the least of our worries. After all, 
we hadn't como to Moscow to loll 
in a posh hotel room. 


LIKE ALL visitors to the dty — 


especially first-timers — the num- 
ber one place on our list of places 
to visit was, of course, Red 


Square and the Kremlin, heart of 
the Soviet Union. 


Traffic is not permitted in Red 


Square so you walk right up the 
middle of the street. We were 
amazed to find how steep it is. 
Red Square, like the bordering 
Kremlin, is at the top of a hill 
which rises about 50 feet beside 
the Moscow River and once domi- 
nated the entire city. 


It was hard to tell the Russians 


from the tourists in the huge 
crowds milling around Red 
Square as we ogled St. Basil's 
Cathedral (which resembles a 
Disneyland castle), Lenin's Tomb 
and Spasskaya (the main Kremlin 
tower). 


JUST OFF Red Square is GUM, 


Russia's largest and best-stocked 
department store. Unfortunately, 
on our fast spin through Moscow, 
there wasn't time to browse 
through this unusual place. But 
we also hadn't tune to change our 
money into rubles, and at GUM — 
or any of the Moscow "depart- 
ment stores" you can only use 
Russian currency. 


There are, however, "dollar" 


shops where there are English- 
speaking sales people and you can 
pay hi any form of hard currency. 
Most hotels have these shops. 


Popular with late-night drinkers 


are the "dollar bars" which take 
everything except Russian rubles. 
Don't expect to find any Musco- 
vites in these hangouts however. 
By midnight most of them are 
sound asleep.

Herald opinion 
Killers of past 
still among us 


It Is a wry comment on the 


wonders of the modern ngc that 
some parents today do not recall 
Hie terror which the words "in- 
fantile paralysis" once spread 
throughout the country. 


Severe 
epidemics of 
polio 


struck the nation in the late 
HMO's. Early attempts at curtail- 
ing them resulted in "general 
quarantines" which discouraged 
the gathering of children in pub- 
lic places. 


There were few families who 


did not have a relative or friend 
who suffered paralysis or death 
from the disease. When Dr. 
Jonas Salk discovered his "mir- 
acle" vaccine to immunize chil- 
dren from polio, he lifted a great 
weight from the minds of the na- 
tion. 


For people who recall those 


days, it is startling to learn that 


Tho 
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there arc children today who 
have not received the protection 
of the Salk vaccine. Some doc- 
tors report that a certain num- 
ber of parents — relatively 
small — do not bother with polio 
vaccinations for their children 
simply because they do not re- 
call the ravages that the disease 
once wreaked on thousands of 
children. 


In the past three decades, vac- 


cines have been developed — in 
addition to the Salk vaccine — 
which have virtually obliterated 
all the childhood diseases to 
which youngsters formerly were 
subject 
— measles, mumps, 


diphtheria, small pox, whooping 
cough. 


On Thursday, June 12, from 1 


p.m. to 7 p.m., the Cook County 
Department of Public Health 
will conduct a free clinic at 
Prospect High School, 801 W. 
Kensington Road, Mount Pros- 
prect. Free of charge, children 
from 1 to 18 may receive in- 
oculations 
for red measles, 


German measles (rubella) or 
polio. 


If you have a child, or know of 


one, who has not been in- 
o c u l a t e d against these dis- 
' cases, do what you can to see 
that the child visits this free 
clinic. Please. •

Presidential hopeful needs $100,000 


Bond's campaign needs cash 


by TOM TIEDE 


WASHINGTON — For years 


friends of Georgia state legislator 
Julian Bond have told him he 
could become the first black pres- 
ident in American history. Now 
that the man has apparently be- 
gun to believe it himself, he is 
finding that his prophets are with- 
out money. Bond himself is broke; 
his friends can contribute little. 
Thus, what could become at least 
a serious black presidential cam- 
paign remains burled in an At- 
lanta basement, willing, ready but 
so far unable. 


Officially, Bond is an unan- 


nounced candidate. He says he 
will announce next month if ho 
can find $100,000 committed to his 
cause, but that possibility at pre- 
sent looks slim. His brother 
James, double 0 seven, an At- 
lanta city councilman and Bond 
campaign director, says that the 
good news Is that $5,000 in gifts 
has been raised, but the bad news 
is it has all been spent. 


"We're working out of the base- 


ment in my mother's home. We've 
got 20 volunteers or so and we're 
setting up people in some other 
states. But it's difficult because so 
far we're just raising enough 
money to meet expenses. Julian is 
going like hell, making speeches. 
He made 22 just last month. But 
some of that money goes for his 
own personal expenses, he's got 
five kids, you know, so we're 


hopeful but not at the moment 
rich." 


Besides the present difficulties 


in raising campaign cash, Bond 
faces future problems caused by 
the newly enacted — and con- 
troversial —campaign finance re- 
form act. For the first time the 
U.S. government is meddling 
more than a little in political cam- 
paigns, and Bond may be one of 
those most affected. 


His people arc among legions 


who believe that, among other 
things, the finance reform act dis- 
criminates against moderate in- 
come candidates. 


Gene McCarthy, former Min- 


nesota senator and currently an- 
other unwealthy presidential hope- 
ful, has joined in a suit against 
the campaign act, charging that it 
is unconstitutional. As to the is- 
sue of rich vs. unrich candidates, 
McCarthy says the act provides 
that a rich one may contribute up 
to $50,000 to his own campaign, 
whereas on unrich candidate has 
to do without such personal gener- 
osity. Since a nonwealthy candi- 
date cannot legally solicit this one 
lump $50,000 from another source 
(the law prohibits outside gifts in 
excess of $2,000 to any presiden- 
tial campaigner), he obviously 
has at least this substantial dis- 
advantage. 


Besides this, the Bond people 


point out, the portion of the new 
law entitling qualified presidential

primary candidates to receive 
matching funds for every private 
dollar raised, also benefits the 
rich more than anyone else. Since 
the government will match pri- 
vate individual donations up to 
$250, and since a rich candidate is 
more likely to have more donors 
able to give $250, his chances of 
getting more matching funds far 
exceed the campaigner who relies 
mostly on $1 to $5 contributions. 


Thus it is that the idea of Julian 


Bond For President faces so 
many obstacles, traditional and 


now legal, that it may not become 
more than a bumper sticker slo- 
gan. Not this time around, any- 
way. And yet his friends keep 
plugging. Maurice Dees, a direct 
mail whiz, is lending advice to the 
Bond group; and Ken Body, a Chi- 
cagoan respected for his abilities 
in wooing convention delegates, 
is said to be coming to Atlanta 
soon. "Things are picking up," 
says brother James, "our phone 
is ringing more now." 


No one, perhaps, not even his 


brother, believes Bond can go all 
the way. But at this stage that 
doesn't seem to matter. Bondites 
promote their Julian as the only 
man in the Democratic party who 
can trigger the emotion and votes 
to stop George Wallace at the con- 
vention. Beyond this there is the 
hope of getting enough delegates 
at the assembly to create a new 
kind of black power. "Julian," 
says James, "could be the guy 
they all have to come to to make 
concessions, for blacks and poor 
people and that kind of thing." 


But first some money has got to 


be got. And as of now, Julian 
Bond can not even afford a secre- 
tary. When he's away, and the 
volunteers go home, his phone is 
answered only by his recorded, 
apologetic voice: "Things are 
hard," it explains. "But remem- 
ber the words of the wise politi- 
cian, 'don't get mad, get angry.' "

dent's staff and others who have ob- 
served him for a long period of time 
say there arc signs that Rockefeller 
may be thinking of retiring after 35 
years in government. 


While he is enjoying his increas- 


ingly expanding role as vice presi- 
dent, and while be seems to have built 
a close relationship with Ford, there 
Is just a hint of a "who needs it" atti- 
tude surrounding Rockefeller.. 


While they are not controlling fac- 


tors there are other considerations for 
the 66-year-old Rockefeller. A wife 
that has gone through two major can- 
cer operations in the post year. Two 
young sons. A recently purchased 
6,000 acre ranch in Texas where 
Rockefeller wants to build a home 
and raise some cattle. 


The last time Rockefeller talked 


about retirement was in 1970, when he 
was making up his mind whether or 


not to run for a fourth term as gover- 
nor of New York. He had a feeling at 
that time he had enacted all the ma- 
jor programs he had begun over the

previous decade and solved all the 
problems he was capable of solving. 


One thing that made him decide to 


run again was his lifelong dream of 
the presidency. Now that dream is 
fading.

That's a new tone for Rockefeller, 


who only last August, when he was 
asked if he would be too old to run for 
President even in 1980, replied: "Did 
you ever meet Konrad Adenauer? 
Golda Meir? I did. How old were 
they?" 


It's certainly too soon to count 


Rockefeller out. Two weeks ago when 
a group of Ford political advisers, led 
by Dean Burch, met in Washington to 
begin mapping the campaign, Rock- 
efeller was represented by New York 
lawyer Robert Douglass. 


Douglass is "like a son" to the vice 


president, was once his chief of staff 
in New York and Is the likely man to 
head the New York campaign if there 
is a Ford-Rockefeller ticket. 


Most of all, Nelson Rockefeller is 


keeping his options open.

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Track liquor 
sales to be 
challenged? 


An Illinois Liquor Control Commis- 


sion citation Issued against Washing* 
ton Park Raco Track could affect up- 
coming summer liquor sales at Ar- 
lington Park Race Track, a commis- 
sion official said Monday. 


If liquor licenses for Washington 


Park arc suspended or revoked be- 
cause of the citation, licenses at Ar- 
lington Park also would bo recalled 
since both race tracks' concession 
sales are run by Madison Square Gar- 
den Corp., said Thomas Murphy, ex- 
ecutive director of tho Illinois Liquor 
Control Commission. 


Tho commission announced Monday 


that investigators discovered six bot- 
tles of liquor at Washington Park, 
175th and Hoisted streets, Homewood, 
which did not contain tho typo of li- 
quor represented on the label. 


It also said tho race track was 


serving whiskey in portions less than 
tho required one ounce, and that there 
were several technical violations In- 
v o l v l n g posting of licenses and 
records. 


THE COMMISSION ordered a hear- 


ing Monday In Chicago at which Wash 
ington Park officials will bo asked to 
explain tho alleged violations. 


The commission has power to sus- 


pend or revoke tho race track's li- 
cense If-lt is not satisfied with tho ex- 
planation. 


"If you lose ono liquor license you 


lose all of them," Murphy said, ex- 
plaining tho possible effect on Arling- 
ton Park. Racing Is scheduled to open 
Monday at Arlington. 


"Also if a suspension were ordered 


at a time when there was no racing at 
Washington Park, the dates could bo 
transferred to tho other licensee (Ar- 
lington Park)," ho said. 


Madison Concessions Corp., n divi- 


sion of Madison Square Garden Corp., 
owner of both race tracks, is in 
charge of liquor and food sales at Ar- 
lington Park and Washington Park.

The Illinois Supreme Court ruled Monday fines paid under a 


marijuana law found unconstitutional in 1971 must be refunded. 


In a 5-to-2 decision, the court argued pot penalties paid up to that 


time were Involuntary since failure to pay could have resulted in 
revocation of probation. 


Tho court also ruled search warrants can be served anywhere in 


tho state, even if they were issued for use within a city limit, held 
that Illegitimate children cannot inherit from their fathers even 
though state law lets them inherit from their mothers, and upheld 
tho right of lending institutions to penalize mortgagees who transfer 
property without permission. 


The court also said used-car dealers are not responsible for in-

Carpenters avert strike, 
agree to 1-year contract 


A strike set for Monday by carpen- 


ters in Cook, Lake and DuPage coun- 
ties was narrowly averted when nego- 
tiating teams announced a tentative 
agreement. 


Negotiators from the Chicago Dis- 


trict Council of Carpenters and con- 
tractors represented by the Mid- 
America Regional Bargaining Assn. 
announced the agreement at 2:30 a.m. 


A union spokesman said the con- 


tract is to be ratified Thursday at a 
meeting of 163 delegates from 46 
unions representing 33,000 carpenters. 


"The feeling is the contract will be 


approved by a large majority if not 
unanimously," he said. 


THE AGREEMENT offers a 60-cent 


increase in wage and benefits effec- 
tive June 1 and 20 cents Dec. 1 in a 
one-year contract, he said. 


Tho carpenters were paid $10.89 in 


wages and benefits under a contract 
that expired Saturday at midnight. 


At llth-hour negotiating sessions 


Saturday afternoon the union had 
asked 60 cents in June and 25 cents in 
December to be duplicated in a two- 
year contract. Contractors represent- 
ed by MARBA offered a SO cent an 
hour increase contingent of accept- 
ance of 22 work-rule changes. 


Workers reject offer, locked out 


A lockout against 420 asbestos and 


insulation workers in the Chicago 
area was started Monday by con- 
tractor members of the Illinois In- 
sulation Assn. 


The lockout came after union mem- 


bers rejected a contract offer by a 
vote of 415 to 5 but agreed to continue 
working while negotiations continued, 
a trade tradition, a union spokesman 
said Monday.

Stay alert to mystery pain 


My husband has had • pala on his left side In the rib cage area. 


Ife'i had It about a year. It's « constant pala but gets worse at 
time* and Is very uncomfortable. He hoi been to two doctors and a 
gastrointestinal ipeclallit costing about 9300 to have them all say 
there Is nothing wrong. 


I know you can't diagnose this through a newspaper, but what Is 


your iiiffgestlon? What ihonld his next step be? Ulcers teem to run 
In our minds. He Is not a smoker, drinks occasionally and drinks 
very Illtle coffee. 


First tho good news. Regardless of how uncomfortable your hus- 


band is, it Is very unlikely that ho has any serious life-threatening 
disorder In light of the examinations he already has had. 


With this information In hand, it Is time to do some self-ex- 


perimentation. Ho should try a whole new routine of lifestyle and 
sco if ho can't shako his problem. I'd suggest that ho stop coffee in 
any amount in all forms, including any of the decaffeinated brands. 
Also, ho should eliminate all soft drinks or colas. Tea and chocolate 
in all forms should be eliminated. All alcoholic beverages should be 
avoided. 


At the beginning of this program also eliminate milk and all milk 


products. Feed him a diet that contains adequate amounts of vege- 
tables and real whole wheat bread. Not all brown broad is made 
using only whole wheat flour. Ho should drink plenty of water. 
Eliminate all strong seasoning and spices, such as garlic and pep- 
per. He can use salt. 


If ho doesn't already have a regular exercise program he should 


start one. This should be done gradually If he is starting from 
scratch. 


Since ho is not a smoker I won't need to recommend he avoid 


tobacco, otherwise I would. 


HE ALSO SHOULD avoid cheese In oil forms and all foods made 


with dairy products during his test period. If he is doind well on 
this program after four weeks, you can be fairly sure his problem 
is related to his digestive response to his current eating and living 
habits. 


Then you can add fortified skim milk or low fat cottage cheese 


back to his diet to sco If he tolerates these without difficulty. If he 
docs, you can keep him on this program, and it will be possible for 
him to have a healthy, balanced diet that won't irritate his diges- 
tive system. 


If ho docs tolerate milk products well, ho will bo able to add a 


bowl of cereal to his diet dally. He should use one of the whole 
wheat or bran products. This will Improve tho amount of bulk in his 
diet and help his digestion. 


Now, if tho program doesn't work, I suspect he may need further 


tests, but my guess is that this program In a man who has already 
hod a good complete examination with no finding will likely do tho 
trick for him. Let mo know how he gets along with the program.

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Pharmaceutical group may oppose move 
Allow drug-price advertising: FTC 


by MONICA PERIN 


The Federal Trade Commission 


moved Monday to allow the posting of 
prescription-drug prices, which has 
been prohibited by most states, in- 
cluding Illinois. 


The proposal would prohibit any 


state or local government or any 
trade or professional association from 
restricting retail pharmacies from ad- 
vertising prescription-drug prices" 


The federal regulation would pre- 


empt any non-federal laws dealing 
with prescription-drug pricing. 


The Illinois Dcpt. of Education and 


Registration's Board of Pharmacy 
has a regulation forbidding the adver- 
tising of prescription-drug prices. In 
addition, the Illinois Pharmaceutical 
Assn. prohibits drug-price advertising 
In its code of ethics. 


While the proposed rule would allow 


the Individual pharmacist to decide 
whether to disclose prices, it would 
forbid pharmacists to recognize or 
obey laws or professional codes that 


restrict price disclosure. 


THE FTC SAID Inadequate price in- 


formation has caused consumers to 
spend "substantially more (than nec- 
essary) each year" for prescription 
durgs, and that it also has hindered 
price competition cmong retail phar- 
macists. 


The FTC also said that "alleged jus- 


tifications for non-disclosure of price 
information ... are without signifi- 
cant merit." 


In 1971, Osco Drug became the first 


retail pharmacy In Illinois to post pre- 
scription-drug prices. The company 
was taken to court under the Board of 
Pharmacy regulation and the Circuit 
Court of Cook County ruled the regu- 
lation null and void. The case is being 
appealed by the state attorney gener- 
al. 


LARRY SLOTNIK, coordinator for 


the Board of Pharmacy, said that as 
a result of that case, the department 
has not been enforcing the regulation. 


A 1973 survey by The Herald dis- 


closed wide price variations in pre- 
scription drugs at area retail phar- 
macies. The survey also determined 
that drugs sold under brand names of- 
ten were more expensive than those 
sold under generic names. 


The FTC said it is concerned about 


information on generic names and do- 
sage strengths, which it said also 
should be disclosed in advertising. 
The commission said it will offer pro- 
visions for dealing with this, and will 
invite public comment on its propos- 
als. 


ALAN GRANAT, acting director of 


the Illinois Pharmaceutical Assn, 
said that body probably will urge the 
FTC not to adopt its poposals, or at 
least to modify them. 


"We arc not opposed to advertising 


as long as it is not required and as 
long as services be advertised along 
with prices," Granat said. 


Granat said the code against drug- 


price advertising was based on the 
idea that advertising would lead to 


drug abuse, and that drugs "should 
not be hawked." 


"Just look at the abuse of over-the- 


counter drugs," he said.

"Nothing could be finer 
"Than a crisis that is minor

Shakespeare he isn't. But Osgood's 


verse, which ho puts to rhyme about 
once a week, keeps his listeners 
amused even if It doesn't come out 
perfectly every time. 


"If you're writing a four-minute 


poem," he sold, "and you have about 
a half-hour to do it, you have to ac- 
cept what the muse lays on you." 


WHILE MOST NEWSMEN march 


down the boulevards of hard news, 
Osgood likes to stroll the side streets, 
looking for curiosities. 


"If a story Is interesting to me, if 


it's funny," Osgood said, "I'll use it. 
The reason something is funny is that 
it's real — a genuine paradox that 
makes you laugh.

was not meteoric. After graduating 
from Fordham University, he did a 
stint in the Army, where he began his 
poetry career by writing lyrics. He 
has published more than 25 songs. 


Later he became one of the man- 


agers of the nation's first pay-TV sta- 
tions, WHCT in Hartford, Conn. But 
the station slumped and then went out 
of business, leaving Osgood jobless 
but an expert on pay TV. 


"It was totally useless experience," 


he recalls, "for which there was zero 
demand." 


After WHCT, Osgood was hired by a 


friend "on instinct," for ABC Radio. 
"I moved from being the youngest sta 
lion manager In the world," he said, 
"to being the oldest cub reporter in 
the world." ABC used his talents for 
four years as a writer-broadcaster. 
Then came CBS in 19672. 


AT CBS, OSGOOD has done an oc- 


casional TV story and is a regular 
substitute on the CBS Morning News. 


"In radio, you do your own stuff," 


he said. "It's very personal. However, 
for television, you have a producer, 
film editors, associate producers — 
it's very much like a committee. And 
by the time they get finished with it, 
they may improve it, but I doubt it; 
which, I guess, is a way of saying I 
prefer radio. 


"On the other hand, television gives 


you another weapon, another tool you 
can use for a story. When you write 
for television, it's a different form of 
writing than radio. It's like caption 
writing. You need to connect the 
words with the pictures."

RTA planning major bus routes

Mnjor bus routes serving the North- 


west suburbs ore Included In a pack- 
age of 63 suburban transportation ser- 
vices proposed by the Regional Trans- 
portation Authority board for the com- 
ing year. 


A revised budget and program were 


announced Tuesday, 10 days before 
public hearings on the RTA budget be- 
gin. Tnc proposals, which board mem- 
bers say could change depending on 
public reaction at the eight hearings 
In the six-county area, Include: 


DCS Plalncs — A new, local bus 


system consisting of four separate 
loop-routes radiating from the Chi- 
cago and North Western Ry. commu- 
ter station Into the residential areas. 
Annual cost, $201,000. 


• DCS Plalncs — Increased frequen- 


cy and route Improvement of NOR- 
T I! A N ' s present Glcnvicw-O'Harc 


route, via DCS Plalncs, with 30-minute 
intervals during peak periods and 
hour intervals throughout the day. An- 
nual cost, $118,000. 


• Schaumburg — Now feeder and 


regional bus service between Schaum- 
burg and Evanston, via Old Orchard 
and Golf Mill shopping centers, oper- 
ating every 30 minutes in rush hour 
and hourly throughout the day.. An- 
nunl cost, $141,000. 


• Wheeling, Buffalo Grove, Mount 


Prospect — Three new feeder-bus 
lines to commuter stations, one from. 
Wheeling to the Milwaukee Road Sta- 
tion in Northbrook. A second would 
feed the C&NW station In Arlington 
Heights from Buffalo Grove via Ar- 
lington Heights Road, and the third 
would feed the C&NW Cumberland 
Station via Dempster and Wolf roads.

The new services are part of a re- 


vised $174.1 million operating budget 
that is made up primarily of state and 
fednral funding. RTA Chairman Mil-' 
ton Pikarsky avoided the issue of a 
gasoline tax, which the board has the 
power to instate if necessary. 


He acknowledged that inflation may 


change the needs of the RTA, and said 
in the budget proposal, "Thankfully, 
the RTA does have additional taxing 
powers that can be levied should they 


. be required. Whether or not they will 
be reaulred, only time will tell." 


THE BUDGET also includes $2.6 


million to cover interest on sale of $60 
million In bonds, although there is no 
proposed use for the money, and it 
will not be used unless needed, a 
spokesman said. 


Prior to establishing the major sub- 


urban service package announced 
Tuesday, the board nad proposed a 
budget of $152.6 million. RTA advisers 
said $18,9 million in federal money 
was not credited in time for the 1975 
budftci and will be available for fiscal 
year 1976, which begins in July. That 
money makes up most of the differ- 
ence in the new budget. 


Suburbanites would also benefit 


from a new "Universal Commuter 
Pass," which would allow commuters 
unlimited use of suburban and Chi- 
cago Transit Authority services for 
$10 per month added to the cost of 
their monthly train passes. Other 
promotional experiments to Induce in- 
creased mass transit rideiship also 
1 are proposed.

No vote on razing old city hall 


Proponents of a plan to demolish 


>tho old city hall backed down Monday 
night from forcing a city council vote 
on the issue. 


Aid. John Leer, 3rd, chairman of 


the building, grounds, and parking 
lots committee, attempted to got a 
vote on tho demolition during a dis- 
cussion of parking plans for the new 
civic center and police department 
complex. 


Leer said tho council has been 


"dragging its feet on the issue and it 
Is time the city mad a final decision." 


The city council has been discussing 


tho fate of the building for several 
months. Both the DCS Plaines Bicen- 
tennial Commission and tho city's his- 


torical society have asked that the 
structure be retained as a museum 
and community center. 


Leer withdrew his motion to demol- 


ish the structure after several alder- 
men indicated they would oppose any 
action at this time. 


The aldermen said they wanted to 


see more detailed estimates on tho 
cost of renovating the old city hall be- 
fore any action is taken. 


Some city officials have estimated it 


would cost $100,000 to $300,000 to reno- 
vate the building. While the council 
took no action on the demolition pro- 
posal, it decided to get estimates on a 
variety of plans for parking facilities 
for the civic center. 


Rusty Waincr, Jill Bellak and Eric. 
Schloss, all urged the city council to 
declare the mill a historical land- 
mark. They said the mill should be 
saved so other students could learn 
more about local history. 


THERE ARE NO known plans to 


demolish the mill and develop the 
property. However, tho land already 
is zoned for multi-family housing, and 


a number of adjacent tracts are being 
developed. Behrel turned over the pe- 
titions to the historical landmarks 
commission and called on that panel 
to make a full report to the city coun- 
cil. 


The Des Plaines Bicentennial Com- 


mission also has discussed the possi- 
bility of mounting a campaign to save 
the mill.

City meters go 'hungry'

The City of Des Plaines is al- 


lowing numerous city employes to 
park in city parking lots during 
business hours without putting 
money in parking meters, The 
Herald has learned. 


The policy of not ticketing the 


employes, who are given wind- 
. shield stickers, was started when 
the city lost its employe, parking 
lot at the location of the new Civic 
Center. 


A Herald reporter last week 


counted 26 cars belonging to city 
employes parked at expired me- 
ters in two city parking lots. One 
lot is at Ellinwood Street and 
Graceland Avenue; the other is on 
Park Place east of Lee Street. 


Although the city still has an 


unmetered employe parking lot, 
the area is not large enough to 
accommodate all workers' cars. 


Police Chief Arthur Hintz ac- 


knowledged that city employes 
are allowed to park free in se- 
lected city lots, but said all ques- 
tions should be directed to Mayor 
Herbert H. Behrel. 


BEHREL, who issued an admin- 


istrative order establishing the 
parking policy, said he sees no 
problem In letting employes park 
free in the metered lots. He said 
the policy only is temporary and 


that the loss in parking revenue is 
not significant. 


The mayor said the amount of 


parking revenue raised by the city 
is enough to pay off revenue 
bonds that were sold to pay for

70 cents a gallon may not be far off 
You're already paying more at the pump

Pump prices for gasoline started to climb Monday 


morning at Northwest suburban service stations as oil 
companies launched the first of several anticipated cost 
increases. 


Standard Oil Co. of Indiana (Amoco) announced Mon- 


day that gasoline prices paid by dealers will Increase 1 
cent a gallon. Home heating-oil costs were raised .8 
cent n gallon. 


Ashlnnd Oil, an independent oil firm, announced a 2 


ccnts-a-gallon Increase In gasoline prices effective to- 
day, topping a May 31 price hike of a penny a gallon. 


Regular gas prices generally range from the low 50s 


to about CO cents a gallon and higher in the Chicago 
metropolitan area, said Herbert Hugo, senior editor of 
the Plait's digram publication, Chicago. Hugo said the 
gasollne-prlco increases can be expected to continue on 
a monthly basis as fuel supply inventories tighten. 


"And we already know that in July we'll sec at least 


1.3 ccnts-n-gallon increase," he said of an increased oil- 
tariff Impact. 


Continental Oil raised gasoline prices 2 cents a gallon 


effective Monday, Cities Service raised prices 1.5 cents 


a gallon Saturday and Gulf prices went up a penny 
Friday. 


Hugo said major independent oil suppliers such as 


Choker and Hudson increased gasoline prices one to 3 
cents a gallon Monday. An expected increase in 
Mideast oil prices In the fall and heavy demand for fuel 
by motorists and farmers will add to the upward price 
momentum, he said. Dealers adding a normal profit 
margin to pump prices may charge another 3 cents a 
gallon, he said. 


Motorists likely will pay several cents more a gallon 


for fuel by September, Hugo said. The 70-cent-n-gallon 
price discussed recently by Federal Energy Adminis- 
tration chief Frank Zarb "is a possibility. But it's one 
that will require a lot of support from Congress," he 
said. 


James Brawar, administrator of the North Suburban 


Gasoline Dealers' Assn. and the Illinois Service Station 
Operators' Assn., said the possible 70-cent-a-gallon 
gasoline price will not add to major brand dealer prof- 
its unless -FEA regulations that discriminate against 
majors arc eliminated. Independent dealers buy fuel at 
reduced prices, causing many major brand dealers to 
cut profit margins and consider bankruptcy, he said.

linger Bardwcll was nntnrd superin- 


tendent of Elk Grove Township Dist. 
59 Monday night by a unanimous vote 
of the board of education. Bardwcll 
has been acting superintendent of the 
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district since January following the 
ouster of Supt.

Elk Grove asked for deaf-pupil plan 


Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 par- 


ents asked the board of education 
Monday night to provide a deaf-educa- 
tion program as an alternative to the 
existing areawide program at Ken- 
sington School, Arlington Heights. 


Several Dist. 59 parents said they 


signed a petition asking for the re- 
moval of the Kensington and Arling- 
ton Heights Dist 25 but were afraid 
their request would not be granted. 


"It seems Improbable that there 


will be any change before Septem- 
ber," said Nancy Ford, of Elk Grove 
Village. "We request a class for deaf 
children in Dist. 59." 


Mrs. Ford said she would like to see 


the class opened to children from oth- 
er districts. 


CAROLYN BEST, also of Elk Grove 


Village, said "There are big problems 


at Kensington and I don't think they 
can be resolved by surface solutions. 
That's what's being offered to us by 
Dr. Kinney (Gloria Kinney, executive 
director of the Northwest Education 
Cooperative, which supervises the 
deaf-education program). The situ- 
ation is so tad at Kensington, I don't 
believe it can be resolved in that 
school," she sold. "I for one will not 
allow my daughter to return to Ken- 
sington." 


Twelve of the 19 families with chil- 


dren enrolled in the Kensington pro- 
gram signed a petition charging there 
is poor acceptance and cooperation at 
the school, good teachers have been 
dismissed, the speech development is 
inadequate and emotionally disturbed 
deaf children have been placed in 


regular deaf classes.

Mnjor bus routes serving the North- 


west suburbs arc Included in a pack- 
age of 63 suburban transportation ser- 
vices proposed by the Regional Trans- 
portation Authority board (or the com- 
ing year. 


A revised budget and program were 


announced Tuesday, 10 days before 
public hearings on the RTA budget be- 
gin. Tne proposals, which board mem- 
bers say could change depending on 
public reaction at the eight hearings 
In tho six-county area, Inc'udc: 


DCS Plalncs — A new, lucnl bus 


system consisting of four separate 
loop-routes radiating from the Chi- 
cago and North Western Ry. commu- 
ter station into the residential areas. 
Annual cost, $281,000. 


• DCS Plalncs — Increased frequen- 


cy and route Improvement of NOR- 
T K A N' s present Glcnvlew-O'Haro 


route, via DCS Plalnes, with 30-minutc 
Intervals during peak periods and 
hour Intervals throughout tho day. An- 
nunl cost, $118,000. 


• Schnumburg — Now feeder and 


regional bus service between Schaum- 
burg and Evanston, via Old Orchard 
and Golf Mill shopping centers, oper- 
ating every 30 minutes in rush hour 
and hourly throughout the day. .An- 
mini cost, $141,000. 


• Wheeling, Buffalo Grove. Mount 


Prospect — Three new feeder-bus 
lines to commuter stations, one from* 
Wheeling to the Milwaukee Road Sta- 
tion In Northbrook. A second would 
feed the C&NW station in Arlington 
Heights from Buffalo Grove via Ar- 
lington Heights Road, and the third 
would feed the C&NW Cumberland 
Station via Dempster and Wolf roads.,. 
Annual cost, $140,000. 


• Hoffman Estates — New commu- 


ter-feeder service from Hoffman Es- 
tates and Schaumburg to the Mil- 
waukee Road Roselle station, rush 
hours only. Annual cost, $57,000. 


• Arlington Heights — Major re- 


gional bus route connecting Arlington 
Heights and Downers Grove, con- 
necting four railroad lines, with hour- 
ly service and more frequent rush- 
hour trips. Annual cost, $300,000. An- 
other route will connect Arlington 
Heights with Waukegun via Liber- 
tyville, with peak service every 20 
minutes and hourly service during the 
rest of the day. Annual cost, $?.70,000. 


• Mount Prospect —'Another major 


regional bus route will connect with 
Hinsdale, similar to the Arlington 
Heights — Downers Grove route. An- 
nual cost, $275,000. 


Northwest suburban residents will 


have a chance to comment on the 
planj at the RTA's first hearing June 


12 at the North Shore Hilton Hotel, 
Skokie. The hearing will oegin at 7:30 
p.m. 


The new services are part of a re- 


vised $174.1 million operating budget 
that is made up primarily of state and 
federal funding. RTA Chairman Mil- 
ton Pikarsky avoided the Issue of a 
gasoline tax, which the board has the 
power to instate if necessary. 


He acknowledged that inflation may 


change the needs of the RTA, and said 
in the budget proposal, "Thankfully, 
the RTA does have additional taxing 
powers that can be levied should they 
be required. Whether or not they will 
be reaulred, only time will tell." 


THE BUDGET also Includes $2.6 


million to cover interest on sale of $60 
million in bonds, although there is no 
proposed use for the money, and it 
will not be used unless needed, a 
spokesman said.

The Wheeling Zoning Board will

Tho proposal seeks to eliminate junk- 


yards, oil-storage facilities and auto- 
salvage operations from the Industrial 
category.

Elimination of the uses would effec- 


tively put an end to a proposal by

Parents ask 
new setup 
for the deaf 


Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 par- 


ents asked the board of education 
Monday night to provide a deaf-educa- 
tion program as an alternative to the 
existing areawide program at Ken- 
sington School, Arlington Heights. 


Several Dist. 59 parents said they 


signed a petition asking for the re- 
moval of the Kensington and Arling- 
ton Heights Dist 25 but were afraid 
their request would not be granted. 


"It seems improbable that there 


will be any change before Segjem- 
ber," said Nancy Ford, of Elk Grove 
Village. "We request a class for deaf 
children in Dist. 59." 


Mrs. Ford said she would like to see 


the class opened to children from oth- 
er districts. 


CAROLYN BEST, also of Elk Grove 


Village, said "There are big problems 
at Kensington and I don't think they 
can be resolved by surface solutions. 
That's what's being offered to us by 
Dr. Kinney (Gloria Kinney, executive 
director of the Northwest Education 
Cooperative, which supervises the 
deaf-education program).' The situ- 
ation is so bad at Kensington, I don't 
believe it can be resolved in that 
school," she said. "I for one will not 
allow my daughter to return to Ken- 
sington." 


Twelve of the 19 families with chil- 


dren enrolled hi the Kensington pro- 
gram signed a petition charging there 
is poor acceptance and cooperation at • 
the school, good teachers have been 
dismissed, the speech development is 
inadequate and emotionally disturbed 
deaf children have been placed in 
regular deaf classes. 
t- 


The five Dist. 59 families with chil- 


dren in the Kensington program at- 
tended the board meeting to ask that 
Dist. 59 take in their children. 


Board Pres. Judith Zanca told par- 


ents board members are concerned 
about the problem and appointed Paul 
Kucbarski to meet with parents at 
7:30 p.m. Wednesday in the Dist. 59 
administration center, 2123 S. Arling- 
ton Heights Bd., Arlington Heights.

Drain ditch work may delay basin 


Wheeling park officials said Monday 


night that they fear Metropolitan San- 
itary District Improvement work on 
the Wheeling Drainage Ditch may de- 
.lay improvements to the Heritage 
Park West retention basin. 


The park district hopes to convert 


the retention basin to a recreation fa- 
cility, as originally planned, officials 
said. 


Land for the basin was donated by 


the park district to the village in 1969 
with the understanding that the reten- 


tion basin could be used for boating 
and fishing. 


"The people have given their land 


to this (retention) project but they 
can't use it. The people have given 
and gotten nothing in return," said 
Lorraine Lark, park board president, 
at a meeting Monday night with some 
village trustees and sanitary district 
representatives. 


An MSD spokesman said the district 


is'"looking at the whole watershed" 
and preliminary studies have in- 
dicated that widening of the Wheeling 


Drainage Ditch between Dundee Road 
and the Des Plaines River should be 
completed before any work is done on 
the retention basin. 


Park officials have complained that 


work is needed to remove silt in the 
basin and to firm up the land around 
the basin. "You have 75 feet of muck 
and weeds before you ever come to 
any water," said Village Mgr. George 
C. Passolt. 


Another meeting will be held in 


about two weeks to continue the dis- 
cussion.

70 cents a gallon may nol be far off 
YouVe already paying more at the pump

Pump prices for gasoline started to climb Monday 


morning at Northwest suburban service stations as oil 
companies launched the first of several anticipated cost 
Increases. 


Standard Oil Co. of Indiana (Amoco) announced Mon- 


day that gasoline prices paid by dealers will increase 1 
cent a gallon. Homo heating-oil costs were raised .8 
cent a gallon. 


Ashland Oil, an independent oil firm, announced a 2 


ccnta-a-gallon increase in gasoline prices effective to- 
day, topping a May 31 price hike of a penny a gallon. 


Regular gas prices generally range from the low 50s 


to about 60 cents a gallon and higher in the Chicago 
metropolitan area, said Herbert Hugo, senior editor of 
tho Platt's Ollgram publication, Chicago. Hugo said the • 
gasoline-price increases can be expected to continue on 
a monthly basis as fuel supply Inventories tighten. 


"And 
wo already know that In July we'll sec at least 


1.5 ccnta-a-gnllon Increase," he said of an Increased oil- 
tariff Impact. 


Continental Oil raised gasoline prices 2 cents a gallon 


effective Monday, Cities Service raised prices 1.5 cents 


a gallon Saturday and Gulf prices went up a penny 
Friday. 


Hugo said major independent oil suppliers such as 


Choker and Hudson increased gasoline prices one to 3 
cents a gallon Monday. An expected Increase In 
Mideast oil prices in the fall and heavy demand for fuel 
by motorists and farmers will add to the upward price 
momentum, ho said. Dealers adding a normal profit 
margin to pump prices may charge another 3 cents a 
gallon, he said. 


Motorists likely will pay several cents more a gallon 


for fuel by September, Hugo said. The 70-cent-a-gallon 
price discussed recently by Federal Energy Adminis- 
tration chief Frank Zarb "is a possibility. But it's one 
that will require a lot of support from Congress," he 
said. 


James Brawar, administrator of the North Suburban 


Gasoline Dealers' Assn. and the Illinois Service Station 
Operators' Assn., said the possible 70-cent-a-gallon 
gasoline price will not add to major brand dealer prof- 
its unless FEA regulations that discriminate against) 
majors are eliminated. Independent dealers buy fuel at 
reduced prices, causing many major brand dealers to 
cut profit margins and consider bankruptcy, he said. 


Parking meters going 'hungry'

Tho City of DCS Plalncs Is al- 


lowing numerous city employes to 
park In city parking lots during 
business hours without putting 
money in parking meters, The 
Herald has learned. 


The policy of not ticketing tho 


employes, who aro given wind- 
shield stickers, was started when 
tho city lost its cmployo parking 
lot at tho location of tho now Civic 
Center. 


A Herald reporter last week 


counted 28 cars belonging to city 
employes parked at expired me- 
ters In two city parking lots. One 
lot Is at Elllnwood Street and 
Graceland Avenue; tho other is on 
Park Place cast of Lee Street. 


Although tho city still has an 


unmotcrcd cmployo parking lot, 
tho area Is not largo enough to 
accommodate all workers' cars. 


Police Chief Arthur lllntz ac- 


knowledged that city employes 


ore allowed to park free in se- 
lected city lots, but said all ques- 
tions should bo directed to Mayor 
Herbert H. Bchrcl. 


BEHREL, who issued an admin- 


istrative order establishing the 
parking policy, said ho sees no 
problem in letting employes park 
free In the metercd lots. He said 
the policy only is temporary and 
that the loss in parking revenue is 
not significant. 


The mayor said the amount of 


parking revenue raised by the city 
is enough to pay off revenue 
bonds that were sold to pay for 
development of and improvements 
to 13 city parking lots. 


For several years the city coun- 


cil has been considering the mat- 
ter of additional parking for the 
Civic Center and new police build- 
ing, but has failed to agree on a 
plan. 


Somo city officials have said the 


city Is violating its own municipal 


code by not providing adequate 
parking for city employes. The 
code requires the city to provide 
about 100 parking spaces for its 
employes at the Civic Center and 
police station. 


O r i g i n a l plans for parking 


called for construction of a mul- 
tiple-deck garage adjacent to the 
Civic Center. Rising costs, how- 
ever, pushed the price tag up to 
$700,000, forcing reconsideration 
of the proposal. 


Some city officials favor, demoli- 


tion of the old city hall building to 
provide additional ground-level 
parking. That option, however, 
has run into opposition from per- 
sons who favor keeping the build- 
Ing and turning it over to the his- 
torical society or making it into a 
community center. 


The city also has considered 


building a parking garage on its 
Pork Placo lot.

Tcichert said he is hopeful discussions 
between officials of the neighboring 
suburbs will lead to a boundary 
agreement to stabilize the area. 


VILLAGE PRES. James T. Ryan of 


Arlington Heights called for meetings 
on the area after reviewing Mount 
Prospect's proposed comprehensive 
plan. 


"I don't know where it will end up," 


Ryan said. "I certainly would want to 


* see municipalities that lie adjacent to 
each other cooperating with each oth- 
er. That way at least developers will 
not play one village off against anoth- 
er." 


Tcichert said the two villages had 


an informal agreement that Mount 
Prospect would not expand west of 
Meier Road, but said the agreement 
was nullified when areas west of Meier 
Road were,proposed for development, 
and Arlington, Heights was unable to 
provide utility services. 


IN ADDITION, Teichert said Ar- 


lington Heights annexed the St. Ce- 
celia Church land when Mount Pros- 
pect could not annex the property. 


Teichert said he now would like to 


see St. Cecilia's dlsannexed from Ar- 
lington Heights and annexed to Mount 
Prospect. "Most of its parish is in 
Mount Prospect," he said, noting 
that he has heard no objections from 
Arlington Heights about a switchover. 


Teichert said a boundary agreement 


also would allow the two villages to 
create a smooth dividing line instead 
of a ragged division between the two, 
communities. 


"That is really the only area of any 


consequence that is left with any pos- 
sib 111 ty 
of friction," Teichert 


said, noting that both communities 
are adequately developed to be able 
to project their ultimate boundaries. 


Teichert said he has asked Village 


Mgr. Robert J. Eppley of Mount Pros- 
pect to get in touch with Village Mgr. 
L. A. Hanson of Arlington Heights. He 
said the two managers will set up 
meetings between the two planning 
commissions.

RTA planning major bus routes

Major bus routes serving the North- 


west suburbs ore included In a pack- 
age of 63 suburban transportation ser- 
vices proposed by the Regional Trans- 
portation Authority board for the com- 
ing year. 


A revised budget and program were 


announced Tuesday, 10 dnys before 
public hearings on the RTA budget be- 
gin. Tno proposals, which board mem- 
bers soy could change depending on 
public reaction at the eight hearings 
In the six-county area, include: 


DCS Plalncs — A new, local bus 


system consisting of four separate 
loop-routes radiating from the Chi- 
cago and North Western Ry. commu- 
ter station into the residential areas. 
Annual cost, $281,000. 


• DCS Plalncs — Increased frequen- 


cy and route improvement of NOR- 
T R A N' s present Glonvlcw-O'Harc 


route, via Des Plaines, with 30-minuta 
Intervals during peak periods and 
hour intervals throughout the day. An- 
mini cost, $118,000. 


• Schnumburg — New feeder and 


regional bus service bctwenn Schaum- 
burg and Evanston, via Old Orchard 
and Golf Mill shopping centers, oper- 
ating every 30 minutes In nun hour 
and hourly throughout the day. An- 
miHl cost, $141,000. 


• Wheeling, Buffalo Grove. Mount 


Prospect — Three new feeder-bus 
lines to commuter stations, one from 
Wheeling to the Milwaukee Road Sta- 
tion in Northbrook. A second would 
feed'the C&NW station in Arlington 
Heights from Buffalo Grove via Ar- 
lington Heights Road, and the third 
would feed the C&NW Cumberland 
Station via Dempster and Wolf roads. 
Annual cost, $140,000. 


• Hoffman Estates — New commu- 


ter-feeder service from Hoffman Es- 
tates and Schaumburg to the Mil- 
waukee Road Roselle station, rush 
hours only. Annual cost, $57,000. 


• Arlington Heights — Major re- 


gional bus route connecting Arlington 
Heights and Downers Grove, con- 
necting four railroad lines, with hour- 
ly service and more frequent rush- 
hour trips. Annual cost, $300,000. An- 
other route will connect Arlington 
Heights with Waukegun via Liber- 
tyvlile, with peak service every 20 
minutes and hourly service during the 
rest of the day. Annual cost, $270,000. 


• Mount Prospect — Another major 


regional bus route will connect with 
Hlnsdale, similar to the Arlington 
Heights — Downers Grove route. An- 
nual cost, $275,000. 


Northwest suburban residents will 


havo a chance to comment on the 
plaiu at the RTA's first hearing June 


12 at the North Shore Hilton Hotel, 
Skokie. The hearing will begin at 7:30 
p.m. 


The new services are part of a re- 


vised $174.1 million operating budget 
that is made up primarily of state and 
fedora! funding. RTA Chairman Mil- 
ton Pikarsky avoided the Issue of a 
gasoline tax, which the board has the 
power to instate if necessary. 


He acknowledged that inflation may 


change the needs of the RTA, and said 
in the budget proposal, "Thankfully, 
the RTA does have additional taxing 
powers that can be levied should they 
be required. Whether or not they will 
be reauired, only time wilt tell." 


THE BUDGET also includes $2.6 


million to cover interest on sale of $60 
million in bonds, although there Is no 
proposed use for the money, and it 
will not be used unless needed, a 
spokesman said. 


Prior to establishing the major sub- 


urban service package announced 
Tuesday, the board nad proposed a 
budget of $152.6 million. RTA advisers 
said $18.9 million in federal money 
was not credited in time for the 1975 
budRec and will be available for fiscal 
year 1976, which begins in July. That 
money makes up most of the differ- 
ence in the new budget. 


Suburbanites would also benefit 


from a new "Universal Commuter 
Pass," which would allow commuters 
unlimited use of suburban and Chi- 
cago Transit Authority services for 
$10 per month added to the cost of 
their monthly train passes. Other 
promotional experiments to induce in- 
creased mass transit rideiship also 
arc proposed.

Pet hospital 
annex, zoning 
voted down 


Annexation and rcionlng of land for 


an animal hospital was rejected 4 to 2 
Monday night by the Buffalo Grova 
Village Board. 


The decision was reached following a 


two-hour hearing In which local veter- 
inarian Dr. William Fabian and his 
attorney, Irving Capltel, presented 
plans to renovate a two-story house at 
Buffalo Grove and Old Checker roods 
for the animal hospital. 


The project previously caused a 


controversy when It was presented to 
the village board last year. Neighbor- 
ing property owners opposed the plan 
because of possible odors, noise and 
traffic created by the hospital. Prob- 
lems were also cited with planned wa- 
ter and sower systems. 


Several residents appeared Monday 


to support Dr. Fabian's proposal. 


"There is a definite shortage of ani- 


mal hospitals around," said Bruce 
Folk, a Cambridge subdivision resi- 
dent 


NANCY DEEMO. a Strathmore sub- 


division resident, said, "There is only 
one veterinarian in the village, and it 


would be unfair for him to have a mo- 
nopoly on animal care." 


Trustee Jerry Driscoll who favored 


tho petition expressed his dismay over 
the board vote, "I think wo really 
blew it," ho said. 


"Dr. Fabian Is on outstanding citi- 


zen," added Driscoll. 


Capltel sold annexation of the prop- 


erty which would include'two parcels 
in unincorporated Lake County would 
"close the drcle," of the proposed 
downtown business area for Buffalo 
Grove. 


HE POINTED OUT that under the 


current county zoning property own- 
ers could operate "anything from a 
massage parlor to a Greyhound bus 
station" in that area. 


An animal hospital is not allowed 


under present county zoning.

Elk Grove Township DisL 59 par- 


ents asked the board of education 
Monday night to provide a deaf-educa- 
tion program as an alternative to the 
existing areawlde program at Ken- 
sington School,- Arlington Heights. 


Several Disk 59 parents said they 


/signed a petition asking for the re- 
moval of the Kensington and Arling- 
ton Heights Dist. 25 but were afraid 
their request would not be granted. 


"It seems improbable- that there 


will be any change before Septem- 
ber,", said Nancy Ford; of Elk Grove 
Village. "We request a class for deaf 
children in Dist, 59." ' 


Mrs. Ford said she would Hke to see 


the class opened to children from oth- 
er districts. 
. CAROLYN BEST, also of Elk Grove 
Village, said "There are big problems 
at Kensington and I. don't think they 
can be resolved by surface solutions. 
That's what's being offered'to us by 
Dr. Kinney, (Gloria Klnney, executive 
director of the Northwest Education 
Cooperative, which supervises the 


deaf-education program). The situ- 
ation is so bad at Kensington, I don't 
believe it can be resolved in that 
school," she said. "I for one will not 
allow my daughter to return to Ken- 
sington." 


Twelve of the 19 families with chil- 


dren enrolled in the Kensington pro- 
gram signed, a petition charging there 
is poor acceptance and cooperation at 
the school, good teachers have been 
dismissed, the speech development is 
inadequate and emotionally disturbed 
deaf children have been placed in 
regular deaf classes. 


The five Dist. 59 families with chil- 


dren in the Kensington program at- 
tended the board meeting to ask that 
Dist. 59 take in their children. 


Board Pres. Judith Zanca told par- 


ents board members are concerned 
about the problem and appointed Paul 
Kucharski to meet with parents at 
7:30 pjn. Wednesday in the Dist. 59 
'administration center, 2123 S. Arling- 
ton Heights Rd., Arlington Heights. 


ONE OF THE parents who did not 


sign the petition, Barbara Lunaburg 
of Mount Prospect, said she and other 
parents who did not sign would like to 
be part of any discussions. "I dis- 
agree with Carolyn Best that the 
problem cannot be resolved. We feel 
they can and we think there should be 
effort in that direction too. I'm here 
as a parent who supports Kensington, 
the teachers and the principal." 


Mrs. Lunaburg said if half the chil- 


dren in the program leave Kensington 
there may not be enough to sustain 
the program. 


Mrs. Zanca said the meetings win 


be open to any board members or 
parents who want to attend. Dist. 59 
SupL Roger Bardwell said he would 
like to see the matter resolved by fall. 


The deaf education program was for- 


merly at Ridge School, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, in Dist. 59. It was moved to 
Kensington two years ago because it 
was a more central location.

70 cents a gallon may not be far off 
You're already paying more at the pump

Pump prices for gasoline started to climb Monday 


morning at Northwest suburban service stations as oil 
companies launched the first of several anticipated cost 
increases. 


Standard Oil Co. of Indiana (Amoco) announced Mon- 


day that gasoline prices paid by dealers will increase 1 
cent a gallon. Home heating-oil costs'were raised .8 
cent a gallon. 


Ashland Oil, an Independent oil firm, announced a 2 


ccnts-a-gallon increase In gasoline prices effective to- 
day, topping a May 31 price hike of a penny a gallon. 


Regular gas prices generally range from the low 50s 


to about 60 cents a gallon and higher in the Chicago 
metropolitan area, sold Herbert Hugo, senior editor of 
the Plait's Ollgram publication, Chicago. Hugo said the 
gasoline-price increases can be expected to continue on 
a monthly basis as fuel supply Inventories tighten. 


"And wo already know that In July we'll sec at least 


1.5 ccnts-a-gallon Increase," ho said of an increased oil- 
tariff impact. 


Continental Oil raised gasoline prices 2 cents a gallon 


effective Monday, Cities Service raised prices 1.5 cents 


a gallon Saturday and Gulf prices went up a penny 
Friday. 


Hugo said major Independent oil suppliers such as 


Cheker and Hudson increased gasoline prices one to 3 
cents a gallon Monday. An expected increase in 
Mideast oil prices In the fall and heavy demand for fuel 
by motorists and farmers will add to the upward price 
momentum, he said. Dealers adding a normal profit 
margin to pump prices may charge another 3 cents a 
gallon, he said. 


Motorists likely will pay several cents more a gallon 


for fuel by September, Hugo said. The 70-cent-a-gallon 
price discussed recently by Federal Energy Adminis- 
tration chief Frank Zarb "Is a possibility. But it's one 
that will require a lot of support from Congress," he 
said. 


James Brawar, administrator of the North Suburban 


Gasoline Dealers' Assn. and the Illinois Service Station 
Operators' Assn., said the possible 70-cent-a-gallon 
gasoline price will not add to major brand dealer prof- 
Its unless FEA regulations that discriminate against 
majors are eliminated. Independent dealers buy fuel at 
reduced prices, causing many major brand dealers to 
cut profit margins and consider bankruptcy, he said. 


Parking meters going 'hungry'

The City of DCS Plalncs is al- 


lowing numerous city employes to 
park In city parking lots during 
business hours without putting 
money in parking meters, The 
Herald has learned. 


The policy of not ticketing the 


employes, who are given wind- 
shield stickers, was started when 
the city lost its employe parking 
lot at the location of the new Civic 
Center. 


A Herald reporter last week 


counted 26 cars belonging to city 
employes parked at expired mo- 
tors in two city parking lots. Ono 
lot Is at Ellinwood Street and 
Graceland Avenue; the other is on 
Park Place oast of Lee Street. 


Although tho city still has an 


unmctcrcd employe parking lot, 
the aroa Is not largo enough to 
accommodate all workers' cars. 


Police Chief Arthur Hlntz ac- 


knowledged that city employes 


are allowed to park free in se- 
lected city lots, but said all ques- 
tions should be directed to Mayor 
Herbert H. Behrcl. 


BEI1REL, who issued an admin- 


istrative order establishing the 
parking policy, said he sees no 
problem in letting employes pork 
free in the mcterod lots. Ho said 
the policy only is temporary and 
that the loss in parking revenue is 
not significant. 


The mayor said the amount of 


parking revenue raised by the city 
is enough to pay off revenue 
bonds that were sold to pay for 
development of and improvements 
to 13 city parking lots. 


For several years the city coun- 


cil has been considering the mat- 
ter of additional parking for the 
Civic Center and new police build- 
ing, but has failed to agree on a. 
plan. 


Some city officials have said the 


city is violating its own municipal 


code by not providing adequate 
parking for city employes. The 
code requires the city to provide 
about 100 parking spaces for its 
employes at the Civic Center and 
police station. 


O r i g i n a l plans for parking 


called for construction of a mul- 
tiple-deck garage adjacent to the 
Civic Center. Rising costs, how- 
ever, pushed the price tag up to 
$700,000, forcing reconsideration 
of the proposal. 


Some city officials favor demoli- 


tion of the old dty hall building to 
provide additional ground-level 
parking. That option, however, 
has run Into opposition from per- 
sons who favor keeping the build- 
ing and turning it over to the his- 
torical society or making it into a 
community center. 


The city also has considered 


building a parking garage on its 
Park Place lot.

RTA planning major bus routes

Mnjor bus routes serving the North- 


west suburbs aro included In a pack- 
age of 63 suburban transportation ser- 
vices proposed by the Regional Trans- 
portation Authority board for the com- 
ing year. 


A revised budget and program were 


announced Tuesday, 10 dnys before 
public hearings on the RTA budget be- 
gin. Tnc proposals, which board mem- 
bers say could change depending on 
public reaction at the eight hearings 
In the six-county area, Include: 


DCS Plalncs — A new, local bus 


system consisting of four separate 
loop-routes radiating from the Chi- 
cago and North Western Ry. commu- 
ter station Into the residential areas. 
Annual cost, $201,000. 


• DCS Plalncs — Increased frequen- 


cy and route Improvement of NOR- 
T H A N ' s present Glenview-O'Hore 


route, via Des Plaines, with 30-mlnute 
intervals during peak periods and 
hour intervals throughout the day. An- 
nunl cost, $1184)00. 


• Schaumburg — New feeder and 


regional bus service between Schaum- 
burg and ISvanston, via Old Orchard 
and Golf Mill shopping centers, oper- 
ating every 30 minutes in rush hour 
and hourly throughout the day. An- 
nunl cost, $141,000. 


• Wheeling, Buffalo Grove. Mount 


Prospect — Three new feeder-bus 
linos to commuter stations, one from 
Wheeling to the Milwaukee Road Sta- 
tion in Northbrook. A second would 
feed the C&NW station in Arlington 
Heights from Buffalo Grove via Ar- 
lington Heights Road, and the third 
would feed the C&NW Cumberland 
Station via Dempster ard Wolf roads. 
Annual cost, $140,000. 


• Hoffman Estates — New commu- 


ter-feeder service from Hoffman Es- 
tates and Schaumburg to the Mil- 
waukee Road Roselle station, rush 
hours only.

The new services are part of a re- 


vised $174.1 million operating budget 
that Is made up primarily of state and 
fedora] funding. RTA Chairman Mil- 
ton Pikarsky avoided the issue of a 
gasoline tax, which the board has the 
power to instate if necessary. 


He acknowledged that inflation may 


change the needs of the RTA, and said 
in the budget proposal, "Thankfully, 
the RTA does have additional taxing 
powers that can be levied should they 
be lequlred. Whether or not they will 
be required, only time wilt tell." 


THE BUDGET also includes $26 


million to cover interest on sale of $60 
million in bonds, although there is no 
proposed use for the money, and it 
will not be used unless needed, a 
spokesman said. 


Prior to establishing the major sub- 


urban service package announced 
Tuesday, the board nad proposed a 
budget of $152.6 million. RTA advisers 
said $189 million In federal money 
was not credited in time for the 1975 
budget and will be available for fiscal 
year 1976, which begins in July. That 
money makes up most of the differ- 
ence in the new budget. 


Suburbanites would also benefit 


from a new "Universal Commuter 
Pas-i,' which would allow commuters 
unlimited use of suburban and Chi- 
cago Transit Authority services for 
$10 per month added to the cost of 
their monthly tram oasse*. Other 
promotional experiments to induce in- 
creased mass transit rideiship also 
arc proposed.

Village bans 
young bikers 
from roads 


Children under 12 can no longer ride 


bicycles on high-speed Hoffman Es- 
tates roads unless accompanied by 
a parent or guardian. 


The village board Monday night 


adopted a bicycle-control ordinance, 
which sets parental responsibility for 
violations and requires $10 to $100 
tines for the parents of the violators. 


Children under 12 may not ride on 


Higgins, Golf, Roscllc, Harrington, 
Bartlctt. Algonquin or Palatine roads, 
unless a parent or guardian Is with 
them. The ban on youngsters on the 
high-speed highways was recommend- 
ed by Police Chief John O'Conncll and 
supported by the board judiciary com- 
mittee. 


VILLAGE MGR. George Longmoy- 


cr said the roads were barred to 
youngsters because O'Conncll consid- 
ers them dangerous for children learn 
Ing to ride bikes or prono to trick rid- 
ing, 
which 
also 
Is 
prohibited. 


O'Conncll was not present. 


Trustee Bruce Llnd, tho only board 


member voting against the ban, said 
tho provision will bar children from 
crossing the listed streets. But Long- 
moycr responded police will apply the 
restriction only when youngsters trav- 
el tho length of the routes and not 
when they simply cross tho roods. 


Other provisions require single-file 


riding on sidewalks or along the right- 
hand side of streets, and using both 
hands on handlebars. Bike riders may 
not attach themselves or their bikes 
to other vehicles, except to tow an ob- 
ject rigidly fixed to the bike frame. 
Riders and passengers must sit on 
"regular scats." 


THE ORDINANCE does not require 


registration but offers the service free 
to residents through the police depart- 
ment, which will provide stickers with 
serial numbers. Police may Inspect 
any bike at any reasonable time for 
mechanical condition or to determine 
ownership. 


Lost bikes recovered by police will 


be kept up to 60 days for claim by 
owners, but will be disposed of after 
that time.

Village, said "There are big problems 
at Kensington and I don't think they 
can be resolved by .surf ace solutions. 
That's what's being offered to us by 
Dr. Kinney (Gloria Kinney, executive 
director of the Northwest Education 
Cooperative, which supervises the 


deaf-education program). The situ- 
ation is so bad at Kensington, I don't 
believe it can be resolved in that 
school," she said. "I for one will not 
allow my daughter to return to Ken- 
sington." 


Twelve of the 19 families with chil- 


dren enrolled in the Kensington pro- 
gram signed a petition charging there 
is poor acceptance and cooperation at 
the school, good teachers have been 
dismissed, the speech development is 
inadequate and emotionally disturbed 
deaf children have been placed in 
regular deaf classes. 


The five Dist. 59 families with chil- 


dren in the Kensington program at- 
tended the board meeting to ask that 
Dist. 59 take in their children. 


Board Pres. Judith Zanca told par- 


ents board members are concerned 
about the problem and appointed Paul 
KucbarsU to meet with parents at 
7:30 p.m. Wednesday in the Dist. 59 
administration center, 2123 S. Arling- 
ton Heights Rd., Arlington Heights. 


ONE OF THE parents who did not 


sign the petition, Barbara Lunaburg 
of Mount Prospect, said she and other 
parents who did not sign would like to 
be part of any discussions.

We feel 
they can and we think there should be 
effort in that direction too. I'm here 
as a parent who supports Kensington, 
the teachers and the principal."

70 cents a gallon may not be far off 
You're already paying more at the pump

Pump prices for gasoline started to climb Monday 


morning at Northwest suburban service stations as oil 
companies launched the first of several anticipated cost 
Increases. 


Standard Oil Co. of Indiana (Amoco) announced Mon- 


day that gasoline prices paid by dealers will increase 1 
cent a gallon. Home heating-oil costs were raised .8 
cent a gallon. 


Ashland Oil, an independent oil firm, announced a 2 


ccnts-n-gallon Increase in gasoline prices effective to- 
day, topping a May 31 price hike of a penny a gallon. 


Regular gas prices generally range from the low 50s 


to about 60 cents a gallon and higher in the Chicago 
metropolitan area, said Herbert Hugo, senior editor of 
the Plait's Ollgram publication, Chicago. Hugo said the 
gasollno-prlce increases can bo expected to continue on 
a monthly basis as fuel supply Inventories tighten. 


"And we already know that In July we'll sec at least 


1.5 ccnts-a-gallon Increase," he said of an Increased oil- 
tariff Impact. 


Continental Oil raised gasoline prices 2 cents a gallon 


effective Monday, Cities Service raised prices 1.5 cents 


a gallon Saturday and Gulf prices went up a penny 
Friday. 


Hugo said major independent oil suppliers such as 


Cheker and Hudson Increased gasoline prices one to 3 
cents a gallon Monday. An expected increase in 
Mideast oil prices in the fall and heavy demand for fuel 
by motorists and farmers will add to the upward price 
momentum, he said. Dealers adding a normal profit 
margin to pump prices may charge another 3 cents a 
gallon, he said. 


Motorists likely will pay several cents more a gallon 


for fuel by September, Hugo said. The 70-cent-a-gallon 
price discussed recently by Federal Energy Adminis- 
tration chief Frank Zarb "is a possibility. But it's one 
that will require a lot of support from Congress," he 
said. 


James Brawar, administrator of the North Suburban 


Gasoline Dealers' Assn. and the Illinois Service Station 
Operators' Assn., said the possible 70-cent-a-gallon 
gasoline price will not add to major brand dealer prof- 
Its unless FEA regulations that discriminate against 
majors are eliminated. Independent dealers buy fuel at 
reduced prices, causing many major brand dealers to 
cut profit margins and consider bankruptcy, he said.

70 cents u gallon may not be far off 
YouVe already paying more at the pump

Pump prices for gasoline started to climb Monday 


morning at Northwest suburban service stations as oil 
companies launched the first of several anticipated cost 
Increases. 


Standard Oil Co. of Indiana (Amoco) announced Mon- 


day that gasoline prices paid by dealers will increase 1 
cent a gallon. Home heating-oil costs were raised .8 
cent n gallon. 


Ashland Oil, an Independent oil firm, announced a 2 


ccnU-a-gallon Increase In gasoline prices effective to- 
day, topping a May 31 price hike of a penny a gallon. 


Regular gas prices generally range from the low 50s 


to about CO cents a gallon and higher In the Chicago 
metropolitan area, said Herbert Hugo, senior editor of 
the Plait's Ollgram publication, Chicago. Hugo said the 
gasoline-price Increases can be expected to continue on 
a monthly basis as fuel supply Inventories tighten. 


"And we already know that in July we'll see at least 


1.5 conts-a-gallon Increase," he said of an increased oil- 
tariff Impact. 


Continental Oil raised gasoline prices 2 cents a gallon 


effective Monday, Cities Service raised prices 1.5 cents 


a gallon Saturday and Gulf prices went up a penny 
Friday. 


Hugo said major independent oil suppliers such as 


dicker and Hudson Increased gasoline prices one to 3 
cents a gallon Monday. An expected increase in 
Mideast oil prices in the fall and heavy demand for fuel 
by motorists and farmers will add to the upward price 
momentum, he said. Dealers adding a normal profit 
margin to pump prices may charge another 3 cents a 
gallon, he said. 


Motorists likely will pay several cents more a gallon 


for fuel by September, Hugo sold. The 70-cent-a-gallon 
price discussed recently by Federal Energy Adminis- 
tration chief Frank Zarb "is a possibility. But It's one 
that will require a lot of support from Congress," he 
said. 


James Brawar, administrator of the North Suburban 


Gasoline Dealers' Assn. and the Illinois Service Station 
Operators' Assn., sold the possible 70-cent-a-gallon 
gasoline price will not add to major brand dealer prof-

week. But Herbaty, a member of the 
board, said Monday, "We're running 
a little behind." However, he said the 
board still expects to •complete Its 
selection by Saturday. 


A majority of the city's aldermen 


informally approved a letter of com- 
mitment from Mayor Roland J. Mey- 
er offering use 61 a 6.7-acre municipal 
ly-owned site in the city's northern In- 
dus trio! area for the plant.

Major bus routes serving Ibo North- 


west suburbs arc Included in a pack- 
ago of 63 suburban transportation ser- 
vices proposed by tho Regional Trans- 
portation Authority board for the com- 
ing year. 


A revised budget and program wcro 


announced Tuesday, 10 days before 
public hearings on tho RTA budget be- 
gin. Tnc proposals, which board mem- 
bers say could change depending on 
public reaction at tho eight hearings 
In tho six-county area, include: 


• DCS Plumes — A now, local bus 


system consisting of four separata 
loop-routes radiating from the Chi- 
cago and North Western Ry. commu- 
ter station Into tho residential areas. 
Annual cost, $261,000. 


• DCS Ploines — Increased frequen- 


cy and route Improvement of NOR- 
T It A N' s present GlenvIew-O'Haro 


route, via Des Plalnes, wlih 30-mlnutc 
Intervals during peak ..periods and 
hour Intervals throughout the day. An- 
nunl cost, $I1B,CDO. 


• Schaumburg — New feeder and 


regional bus service between Schaum- 
burg and Evanston, via Old Orchard 
and Golf Mill shopping centers, oper- 
ating every 30 minutes in rush hour 
and hourly throughout the day. An- 
nual cost, $141,000. 


• Wheeling, Buffalo Grove. Mount 


Prospect — Three new feeder-bus 
lines to commuter stations, one from. 
Wheeling to the Milwaukee Road Sta- 
tion in Northbrook. A second would 
feed the C&NW station in Arlington 
Heights from Buffalo Grove via Ar- 
lington Heights Road, and the third 
would feed the C&NW Cumberland 
Station via Dempster apd Wolf roads. 
Annual cost, $140,000. 


• Hoffman Estates — New commu-

Tim new services are port of a re- 


vised $174.1 million operating budget 
that is made up primarily of state and 
fedraral funding. RTA Chairman Mil- 
ton Pikarsky avoided the Issue of a 
gasoline tax, which the board has the 
power to instate if hecessai-y. 


He acknowledged that inflation may 


change the needs of the RTA, and said 
in the budget proposal, "Thankfully, 
the RTA does have additional taxing 
powers that can be levied should they 
be required. Whether or not they will 
be reauired, only time will tell." 


THE BUDGET also includes $2.6 


million to cover interest on sale of $60 
million in bonds, although there is no 
proposed use for the money, and it 
will not be used unless needed, a 
spokesman said. 


Prior to establishing the major sub- 


urban service package announced 
Tuesday, the board nad proposed a 
budget of $152.6 million. RTA advisers 
said $18.9 million in lederal money 
was not credited in time for'the 1975 
budRcc and will be available for fiscal 
year 1976, which begins in July. That 
money makes up most of the differ- 
ence in the new budget. 


Suburbanites would also benefit 


from a new "Universal Commuter 
Pass," which would allow commuters 
unlimited use of suburban and Chi- 
cago Transit Authority services for 
$10 per month added to the cost of 
their monthly train passes.

Inverness 
to hold own 
library vote 


Tho Village of Inverness will be ex- 


cluded from tho Palatine Library Dis- 
trict's expansion referendum June 28 
and will conduct its own referendum 
on joining tho district in several 
months. 


J. William Bralthwaltc, Inverness 


village attorney, said ho would 
request exclusion of the village from 
the district today before Circuit Court 
Judge Harry G. Comcrford. 


Comcrford Is expected to approve 


tho dismissal and to approve the final 
plans for the referendum, which pro- 
poses to expand tho district's present 
boundaries from the Village of Pala- 
tine lo the remainder of Palatine 
Township, Bralthwaitc said. 


THE JUDGE instructed Inverness 


officials last week to decide by today 
to participate in the referendum as 
planned or to drop out. 


"I am satisfied with this. Tho 


people of Inverness believe that this 
subject Is very Important and they 
want to vote on It as a separate, inde- 
pendent municipality," Bralthwaito 
said. 


Inverness residents objected to vot- 


ing In tho referendum with residents 
of tho Winston Knolls subdivision in 
Hoffman Estates and other rural 
areas west of tho Chicago and North 
Western Ry. tracks under tho library 
board's current voting breakdowns. 


Inverness officials also said that the 


assessed valuation of village property 
exceeds that in other areas of Palatine 
Township, and that Inverness resi- 
dents would be paying more taxes to 
the library district as a result. 


GERALD A. McELROY, library 


board president, said he agrees with 
"tho decision of Inverness to drop out 
of the referendum." 


"I think that It is reasonable. They 


arc the only official municipality, oth-. 
cr than tho Village of Palatine. The 
other residents voting in the referen- 
dum arc from unincorporated areas. 
They should conduct their own refer- 
endum on this matter," McElroy said. 


Ho said that he did not think the 


exclusion of Inverness from the refer- 
endum would affect the outcome of 
the vote. 


The library district must conduct 


the referendum by June 30, the ex- 
piration dato of a $92,000 federal grant 
received by the district. 


THE LIBRARY has used the grant 


money during the past year to offer 
free services to the unincorporated 
area residents. The library will bo 
ablo to renew the grant next year if 
the expansion is approved by voters. 


McElroy sold tho portion of the fed- 


eral grant that is used to service In- 
verness residents will-be "suspended 
for a reasonable time until the village 
holds its own referendum."

70 cents a gallon may not be far off 
YouVe already paying more at the pump

Pump prices for gasoline started to climb Monday 


morning at Northwest suburban service stations as oil 
companies launched the first of several anticipated cost 
Increases. 


Standard Oil Co. of Indiana (Amoco) announced Mon- 


day that gasoline prices paid by dealers will increase 1 
cent a gallon. Home hcatlng-oll costs were raised .8 
cent a gallon. 


Ashland Oil, an independent oil firm, announced a 2 


ccnts-a-gallon Increase in gasoline prices effective to- 
day, topping a May 31 price hike of a penny a gallon. 


Regular gas prices generally range from the low 50s 


to about 60 cents a gallon and higher in the Chicago 
metropolitan area, said Herbert Hugo, senior editor of 
the Plait's Ollgram publication, Chicago. Hugo said the 
gosollno-prlco increases con be expected to continue on 
a monthly basis as fuel supply Inventories tighten. 


"And we already know that In July we'll sec at least 


1.5 ccnU-a-gallon increase," ho said of an increased oil- 
tariff Impact 


Continental Oil raised gasoline prices 2 cents a gallon 


effective Monday, Cities Service raised prices 1.5 cents 


a gallon Saturday and Gulf prices went up a penny 
Friday. 


Hugo said major independent oil suppliers such as 


Choker and Hudson increased gasoline prices one to 3 
cents a gallon Monday. An expected increase in 
Mideast oil prices In the fall and heavy demand for fuel 
by motorists and farmers will add to the upward price 
momentum, he said. Dealers adding a normal profit 
margin to pump prices may charge another 3 cents a 
gallon, he sold. 


Motorists likely will pay several cents more a gallon 


for fuel by September, Hugo said. The 70-cent-a-gallon 
price discussed recently by Federal Energy Adminis- 
tration chief Frank Zarb "is a possibility. But It's one 
that will require a lot of support from Congress," he 
said. 


James Brawar, administrator of the North Suburban 


Gasoline Dealers' Assn. and the Illinois Service Station 
Operators' Assn., said the possible 70-ccnt-a-gallon 
gasoline price will not add to major brand dealer prof- 
its unless FEA regulations that discriminate against 
majors are eliminated. Independent dealers buy fuel at 
reduced prices, causing many major brand dealers to 
cut profit margins and consider bankruptcy, he said.

board for the energy office reviewing 
bids hoped to narrow the choice down 
to a few bidders by the end of last 
week.

The mixture then is heated, 
and bacteria act on it to produce gas, 
leaving a much lesser vommc of gar- 
bage for disposal.

RTA planning major bus routes

Mnjor bus routes serving the North- 


west suburbs are included in a pack- 
age of 63 suburban transportation ser- 
vices proposed by the Regional Trans- 
portation Authority board for the com- 
ing year. 


A revised budget and program \vcro 


announced Tuesday, 10 days before 
public hearings on the RTA budget be- 
gin. Tne proposals, which board mem- 
bers say could change depending an 
public reaction at the eight hearings 
in the six-county area, Inc'udc: 


• DCS Plalnes — A new, local bus 


system consisting of four separate 
loop-routes radiating from the Chi- 
cago and North Western Ry. commu- 
ter station Into the residential areas. 
Annuol cost, $261,000. 


• DCS Plalnes — Increased frequen- 


cy and route improvement of NOR- 
TH A N' s present Glenvlcw-O'Hare 


route, via Des Plaines, with 30-minute 
Intervals during peak periods and 
hour Intervals throughout the day. An- 
nual cost, $118,000. 


• Schaumburg — New feeder and 


regional bus service between Schaum- 
burg and Evanston, via Old Orchard 
and Golf Mill shopping ceniers, oper- 
ating every 30 minutes In rush hour 
and hourly throughout tho day. An- 
mini cost, $141,000. 


• Wheeling, Buffalo Grove. Mount 


Prospect — Three new feeder-bus 
lines to commuter stations, one from ' 
.Wheeling to the Milwaukee Road Sta- 
tion in Northbrook. A second would 
feed the C&NW station in Arlington 
Heights from Buffalo Grove via Ar- 
lington Heights Road, and the third 
would feed the C&NW Cumberland 
Station via Dempster and Wolf roads. 
Annual cost, $140,000. 


• Hoffman Estates — New commu- 


ter-feeder service from Hoffman Es- 
tates and Schaumburg to the Mil- 
waukee Road Roselle station, rush 
hours only. Annual cost, $57,000. 


• Arlington Heights — Major re- 


gional bus route connecting Arlington 
Heiphts and Downers Grove, con- 
necting four railroad .lines, with hour- 
ly service and more frequent rush- 
hour trips. Annual cost, $300,000. An- 
other route will connect Arlington 
Heights with Waukegtin via Liber- 
tyville, with peak service every 20 
minutes and hourly service during the 
rest of the day. Annual cost, $7.70,000. 


• Mount Prospect — Another major 


regional bus route will connect with 
Hlnsdale, similar to the Arlington 
Heights — Downers Grove route. An-, 
nunl cost, $275,000. 


Northwest suburban residents will 


have a chance to comment on the 
plur.J at the RTA's first hearing June 


12 at the North Shore Hilton Hotel, 
Skokie. The hearing will begin at 7:30 
p.m. 


The new services are part of a re- 


vised $174.1 million operating budget 
that is made up primarily, of state and 
federal funding. RTA "Chairman Mil- 
ton Pikarsky avoided t'ie issue of a 
gasoline tax, which the board has the 
power to instate if necessary. 


He acknowledged that inflation may 


change the needs of the RTA, and said 
in-the budget proposal, "Thankfully, 
the RTA does have additional taxing 
powers that can be levied should they 
bo required. Whether or not they will 
be recmired, only time will tell." 


THE BUDGET also includes $2.6 


million to cover interest on sale of $60 
million in bonds, although there is no 
proposed use for the money, and it 
will not be used unless needed, a 
spokesman said. 


Prior to establishing the major sub- 


urbtm service package 
announced 


Tuesday, the board aad proposed a 
budget of $152.6 million. RTA advisers 
said $18.9 million in federal money 
was not credited in time for the 1975 
budftui and will be available for fiscal 
year 1976, which begins in July. That 
money makes up most of the differ- 
ence in the new budget. 


Suburbanites would also benefit 


from a new "Universal Commuter 
Pass," which would allow commuters 
unlimited use of suburban and Chi- 
cago Transit Authority services for 
$10 per month added to the cost of 
their monthly train pa.«rs. Other 
promotional experiments to induce in- 
creased mass transit rideiship also 
arc proposed.

Tcichert said he Is hopeful discussions 
between officials of the neighboring 
suburbs will lead to a boundary 
agreement to stabilize the area. 


VILLAGE PRES. James T. Ryan of 


Arlington Heights called for meetings 
on the area after reviewing Mount 
Prospect's proposed 
comprehensive 


plan. 


"I don't know where it will end up," 


Ryan said. "I certainly would want to 
see municipalities that lie adjacent to/ 
each other cooperating with each oth- 
er. That way at least developers will 
not play one village off against anoth- 
er." 


Teichert said the two villages had 


an informal agreement that Mount 
Prospect would not expand west of 
Meier Road, but said the agreement 
was nullified when areas west of Meier 
Road were proposed for development, 
and Arlington Heights was unable to 
provide utility services.

I Curb asked on 'no-referendum' issue 


A limit on the size of bond Issues 


that can be approved by the Mount 
Prospect Village Board without con- 
ducting a referendum was proposed 
Monday by Trustee Leo Floras. 


Floras sold his proposal Is a result 


ot the controversy about construction 
of tho $3.2 million public library 
which was approved by the previous 
village board without a referendum. 
Tho library is to bo financed with 
bonds issued under home-rule powers. 


Flora, who campaigned on the li- 


brary Issue, said the village's policy 
.should bo changed. 


"I think it is incumbent on the 


board to take steps so there will not 
be a repeat," Floras said. "It was 
proper and above board, no doubt 
about it. But I question If that was the 
way to go about spending large sums 
of the people's money." 


FLOROS SUGGESTED the , board 


limit expenditures to a set percentage 
of the village budget, instead of set- 
ting a flat figure limit. He said the 
board should consider setting a limit 


of 25 per cent of the budget, which 
currently would allow the village to 
issue more than $2 million in bonds 
without a referendum.

"I don't feel that a village board 


should be going to a referendum ev- 
ery time they want to spend $13.50," 
Floras said, noting that a restrictive 
limit would "hamstring" the village. 


Floras said there, may be other 


ways to prevent a recurrence of the 
library issue in the future.

Pump prices for gasoline started to climb Monday 


morning at Northwest suburban service stations as oil 
companies launched the first of several anticipated cost 
Increases. 


Standard Oil Co. of Indiana (Amoco) announced Mon- 


day that gasoline prices paid by dealers will increase 1 
cent a gallon. Home heating-oil costs were raised .8 
cent a gallon. 


Ashland Oil, an independent oil firm, announced a 2 


ccnta-n-gnllon increase in gasoline prices effective to- 
day, topping a May 31 price hike of a penny a gallon. 


Regular gas prices generally range from the low 50s 


to about 60 cents a gallon and higher in the Chicago 
metropolitan area, said Herbert Hugo, senior editor of 
the Plait's Ollgrnm publication, Chicago. Hugo said the 
gasoline-price increases can be expected to continue on 
a monthly basis as fuel supply inventories tighten. 


"And wo already know that in July we'll see at least 


1.5 ccnts-a-gallon increase," he said of an increased oil-' 
tariff Impact. 


Continental Oil raised gasoline prices 2 cents a gallon 


effective Monday, Cities Service raised prices 1.5 cents 


a gallon Saturday and Gulf prices went up a penny 
Friday. 


Hugo said major Independent oil suppliers such as 


Choker and Hudson increased gasoline prices one to 3 
cents a gallon Monday. An expected increase in 
Mideast oil prices in the fall and heavy demand for fuel 
by motorists and farmers will add to the upward price 
momentum, he said. Dealers adding a normal profit 
margin to pump prices may charge another 3 cents a 
gallon, he said. 


Motorists likely will pay several cents more a gallon 


for fuel by September, Hugo said. The 70-cent-a-gallon 
price discussed recently by Federal Energy Adminis- 
tration chief Frank Zarb "is a possibility. But it's one 
that will require a lot of support from Congress," he 
said. 


James Brawar, administrator of the North Suburban 


Gasoline Dealers' Assn. and the Illinois Service Station 
Operators' Assn., said the possible 70-cent-a-gallon 
gasoline price will not add to major brand dealer prof- 
Its unless FEA regulations that discriminate against 
majors are eliminated. Independent dealers buy fuel at 
reduced prices, causing many major brand dealers to 
cut profit margins and consider bankruptcy, he said.

RTA planning major bus routes

Major bus routes serving tbo North- 


west suburbs nro Included In a pack- 
ago of 63 suburban transportation ser- 
vices proposed by the Regional Trans- 
portation Authority board for the com- 
ing year. 


A revised budget and program were 


announced Tuesday, 10 days before 
public hearings on tho RTA budget be- 
gin. Tno proposals, which board mem- 
bers say could change depending on 
public reaction at the eight hearings 
In tho six-county area, Include: 


• DCS Plaincs — A new, local bus 


system consisting of (our separate 
loop-routes radiating from the Chi- 
cago and North Western fly. commu- 
ter station into the residential areas. 
Annual cost, $261,000. 


• DCS Plaincs — Increased frequen- 


cy and route Improvement of NOR- 
TH A N ' s present Glonvicw-O'Haro 


route, via Des Plaincs, wiih 30-minute 
intervals during peak periods and 
hour intervals throughout the day. An- 
nunl cost, $118,000. 


• Schnumburg — New feeder and 


regional bus service between Schaum- 
burg and Evanston, via Old Orchard 
and Golf Mill shopping centers, oper- 
ating every 30 minutes in rush hour 
and hourly throughout the day. An- 
mini cost, $141,000. • 


• Wheeling, Buffalo Grove. Mount 


Prospect — Three new feeder-bus 
lines to commuter stations, one from 
Wheeling to the Milwaukee Road Sta- 
tion In Northbrook. A second would 
feed the C&NW station in Arlington 
Heights from Buffalo Grove via Ar- 
lington Heights Road, and the third 
would feed the C&NW Cumberland 
Station via Dempster and Wolf roads. 
Annual cost, $140,000. 


• Hoffman Estates — New commu- 


ter-feeder service from Hoffman Es- 
tates and Schaumburg to the Mil- 
waukee Road- Roselle station, rush 
hours only. Annual cost, $57,000. 


• Arlington Heights — Major re- 


gionnl bus route connecting Arlington 
Heights and Downers Grove, con- 
necting four railroad lines, with hour- 
ly service and more frequent rush- 
hour trips. Annual cost, $300,000. An- 
other route will connect Arlington 
Heights' with Waukegan via Llber- 
tyville, with peak service. every 20 
minutes and hourly service during the 
rest of the day. Annual cost, $7.70,000. 


• Mount Prospect — Another major 


regional bus route will connect with 
Hinsdale, similar to the Arlington 
Heights — Downers Grove route. An- 
nunl cost, $275,000. 


Northwest suburban residents will 


have a chance to comment on the 


at the RTA's first hearing June 


12 at the North Shore Hilton Hotel, 
Skukia. The hearing will begin at 7:30 
p.m. 


The new services are part of a re- 


vised $174.1 million operating budget 
that is made up primarily of state and 
federal funding. RTA Chairman Mil- 
ton Plkorsky avoided tha issue of a 
gasoline tax, which the board has the 
power to Instate if necessary. 


He acknowledged that inflation may 


change the needs of the RTA, and said 
in the budget proposal, "Thankfully, 
the RTA does have additional taxing 
powers that can be levied should they 
be required. Whether or not they will 
be reauired, only time will tell." 


THE BUDGET also includes $2.6 


million to cover interest on sale of $60 
million in bonds, although there is no 
proposed use for the money, and it 
will not be used unless needed, a 
spokesman said. 


Prior to establishing the major sub- 


urban service package announced 
Tuesday, the board nad proposed a 
budget of $152.6 million. RTA advisers 
said $18.9 million in federal money • 
was not credited in time for the 1975 . 
biidnet and will be available for fiscal

year 1976, which begins in July. That 
money makes up most of the differ- 
ence in the new budget. 


Suburbanites would also benefit 


from a new "Universal Commuter 
Pass," which would allow commuters 
unlimited use of suburban and Chi- 
cago Transit Authority services for 
$10 per month added to the cost of 
their monthly train passes. Other 
promotional experiments to induce in- 
creased mass transit rideiship also 
are proposed.

100 residents applaud move 
Village rejects plan 
for office building 


The Arlington Heights Village 


Board Monday night concurred to the 
urging of residents and rejected a 
plan for a two-story office building at 
the southeast corner of Cypress Street 
and Arlington Heights Road. 


Tho building, which would have 


housed Arlington Realty, was vigor- 
ously opposed by residents of the Ar- 
lington Park Manor subdivision.

THEY ALSO opposed the building 


as on Intrusion Into their residential 
area. 


Tho site in Elk Grove Township is 


currently zoned for single-family use. 


Richard A. Cowcn, attorney repre- 


senting Arlington Realty, argued that 


tho proposed building fits the village's 
o f f 1 c e-transitlonal zoning category 
"like a glove." 


Office-transitional was created a 


year ago to provide an office zoning 
category as a buffer between high 
traffic streets and residential neigh- 
borhoods. 


The village's Massive Arlington 


Heights Road Area Study, adopted as 
a planning nnd zoning guide a year 
ago, recommends that the site be de- 
veloped with houses or apartments. 


CHICK SALES, representing Arling- 


ton Park Manor homeowners, said 
residents of the largely unincorpo- 
rated subdivision would not oppose a 
townhouse development on the proper- 
ty. 


"The better way Is to follow the 


thinking of our planning department 
and the Arlington Heights Road 
study," sold Trustee Frank Palmatler 
in making tho motion to deny tho Ar- 


lington Realty rezoning petition after 
more than an hour of discussion.

70 cents a gallon may nol be far off 
You're already paying more at the pump

Pump prices for gasoline started to climb Monday 


morning at Northwest suburban service stations as oil 
companies launched the first of several anticipated cost 
Increases. 


Standard Oil Co. of Indiana (Amoco) announced Mon- 


day that gasoline prices paid by dealers will Increase 1 
cent a gallon. Homo heating-oil costs were raised .8 
cent a gallon. 


Ashland Oil, an Independent oil firm, announced a 2 


ccnts-n-gnllon Increase in gasoline prices effective to- 
day, topping a May 31 price hike of a penny a gallon. 


Regular gas prices generally range from the low 50s 


to about 60 cents a gallon and higher in the Chicago 
metropolitan area, sold Herbert Hugo, senior editor of 
tho Plait's Ollgram publication, Chicago. Hugo said the 
gasoline-price Increases can be expected to continue on 
a monthly basis as fuel supply inventories tighten. 


"And we already know that In July we'll sec at least 


1.5 ccnts-o-gallon increase," ho said of an increased oil- 
tariff Impact. 


Continental Oil raised gasoline prices 2 cents a gallon 


effective Monday, Cities Service raised prices 1.5 cents 


a gallon Saturday and Gulf prices went up °a penny 
Friday. 


Hugo said major independent oil suppliers such as 


Choker and Hudson Increased gasoline prices one to 3 
cents a gallon Monday. An expected increase in 
Mideast oil prices In the fall and heavy demand for fuel 
by motorists and farmers will add to the upward price 
momentum, he said. Dealers adding a normal profit 
margin to pump prices may charge another 3 cents a 
gallon, he sold. 


Motorists likely will pay several cents more a gallon 


for fuel by September, Hugo said. The 70-cent-a-gallon 
price discussed recently by Federal Energy Adminis- 
tration chief Frank Znrb "is a possibility. But it's one 
that will require a lot of support from Congress," he 
said. 


James Brawar, administrator of the North Suburban 


Gasoline Dealers' Assn. and the Illinois Service Station 
Operators' Assn., said tho possible 70-cent-a-gallon 
gasoline price will not add to major brand dealer prof- 
Its unless FEA regulations that discriminate against 
majors are eliminated. Independent dealers buy fuel at 
reduced prices, causing many major brand dealers to 
cut profit margins and consider bankruptcy, he said.

That's what's being offered to us by 
Dr. Kinney (Gloria Kinney, executive 
director of the Northwest Education 
Cooperative, which supervises the 
deaf-education program). The situ- 
ation Is so bad at Kensington, I don't 
believe it can be resolved in that 
school," she said. "I for one will not 
allow my daughter to return to Ken- 
sington."

gram signed a petition charging there 
is poor acceptance and cooperation at 
the school, good teachers have been 
dismissed, the speech development Is 
inadequate and emotionally disturbed 
deaf children havo been placed in 
regular deaf classes. 


The five Dist. 59 families with chil- 


dren in the Kensington program at- 
tended the board meeting to ask that 
Dist. 59 take in their children. 


Board Pres. Judith Zanca told par- 


ents board members are concerned 
about the problem and appointed Paul 
Kucbarski to meet with parents at 
7:30 p.m. Wednesday in the Dist. 59 
administration center, 2123 S. Arling- 
ton Heights Bd., Arlington Heights. 


ONE OF THE parents who did not 


sign the petition, Barbara Lunaburg 
of Mount Prospect, said she and other 
parents who did not sign would like to 
be part of any discussions. "I dis- 
agree with Carolyn Best that the 
problem cannot be resolved. We feel 
they can and we think there should be 
effort in that direction too. I'm here 
as a parent who supports Kensington, 
the teachers and the principal." 


Mrs. Lunaburg said if half the chil- 


dren in the program leave Kensington 
there may not be enough to sustain 
the program.
